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To  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  and 
the  Comity  Council  of  the  County  of 
Dunbarton. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  County  for  11936. 

The  arrangement  of  the  Report  is  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Department  of  Health. 

There  is  practically  no  change  in  the  Birth  or  Death  Rates 
but  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  shown  a further  slight 
fall  to  67  per  1000  births;  the  figure  for  Scotland  is  82. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  for  the  year  was  7.3  per  1000 
births,  as  against  5.9  in  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for 
Scotland  for  1936  was  5.6. 

It  is  rather  unfortunate  that  the  building  of  houses  has 
now  slowed  down  so  much  that  very  few  houses  were  com- 
pleted during  the  year.  There  is  still  a considerable  amount 
of  rehousing  to  be  done,  more  especially  as  regards  over- 
crowding, the  figures  for  which  are  given  in  this  Report, 

It  is,  however,  satisfactory  that  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  improvement  of  the  housing  of  rural 
workers.  No  fewer  than  60  houses  were  brought  up  to  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  habitability  during  the  year.

Population. — The  population  of  the  County  area,  including 
the  Small  Burghs,  at  the  middle  of  H936  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  was  85,682,  being  an  increase  of  2616  over 
the  corresponding  figure  for  1935.

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Table  I shows  the  census  populations  as  compared  with 
the  estimated  populations  in  the  various  Parishes  at  the 
middle  of  1936  as  calculated  from  the  inhabited  houses.  There 
are  actually  334  more  inhabited  houses  when  compared  with 
the  same  period  of  1935.  The  areas  in  which  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  are  Milngavie 
Burgh,  Bearsden  and  Drumchapel. 

Births  and  Birth-rates. — During  1936  the  total  number 
of  births  registered  was  1166,  being  13  less  than  last  year  : 
42  of  these  births  were  transferred  out  to  other  areas,  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  243  were  transferred  in  from  other  Local 
Authority  areas.  The  corrected  figure  was  therefore  1367 
as  against  4340  in  1935. 

The  corrected  birth-rate  was  16.0  per  1000  as  against  16.1 
per  1000  in  1935. 

Deaths  and  Death-rates. — The  total  number  of  deaths 
registered  in  the  County  during  1936  was  899,  6 more  than 
in  1935.  There  were  173  of  these  deaths  transferred  out  and 
267  transferred  in,  giving  a corrected  figure  of  993,  or  2 more 
than  last  year. 

The  corrected  death-rate  was  11.6  as  against  41.9  in  the 
previous  year. 

Of  the  993  deaths,  497  were  males  and  496  females.  13 
persons  (7  males  and  6 females)  died  at  the  age  of  90  or 
over,  the  oldest  being  a female  of  97  years  and  4 months 
residing  in  the  Arrochar  Parish.  52  persons  (17  males  and 
35  females)  died  at  ages  over  85  years. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  total  number  of  deaths  of 
children  under  1 year  was  92,  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year.  The  principal  causes  of  death  were  : Congenital 
debility,  or  premature  birth,  30;  pneumonia,  12;  congenital 
nialformation,  8;  bronchitis,  5;  infantile  diarrhoea,  12. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  whole  County  area 
"as  67  as  against  69  in  1935  and  71  in  1934.  It  is  encourag- 
ing to  note  that  this  rate  has  been  gradually  decreasing  since 
1932,  when  the  rate  was  85;  the  succeeding  years  were  80,  71 
and  69,  while,  as  stated,  this  year  it  is  67. 
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Deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases. — The  following  deaths 
from  infectious  diseases  occurred  during  the  year  : Measles, 
nil;  scarlet  fever,  4;  whooping  cough,  1;  diphtheria,  10; 
cerebro-spinal  fever,  3;  giving  a total  of  18,  being  4 fewer 
than  last  year. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis. — 'During  1936,  40  deaths 
were  due  to  one  or  other  form  of  tuberculosis.  These  included 
32  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  giving  a death-rate  for 
this  type  of  disease  of  0.37  per  1000  as  against  0.48  in  1935. 
Deaths  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  numbered  8,  giving 
a death-rate  of  .10  as  against  0.13  per  1000  in  1935.  The 
rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  .47  per  1000  as  against 
0.61  in  the  previous  year. 

The  following  table  gives  particulars  as  to  the  period 
elapsing  between  notification  and  death,  and  between  dis- 
charge from  an  institution  and  death,  of  all  the  above- 
mentioned  cases : —

Out  of  the  40  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year,  19 
patients  were  either  not  notified  or  died  within  six  months 
of  notification.  This  figure  is  equal  to  47.5  per  cent,  of  the 
total  deaths. 
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The  8 patients  not  notified,  or  notified  only  at  death, 
represent  20  per  cent,  and  the  5 patients  notified  less  than 
one  month  before  death  represent  12.5  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths. 

Of  the  above  8 patients,  3 were  cases  which  were  diagnosed 
in  general  hospitals — 1 being  pulmonary  tuberculosis  with 
intestinal  tuberculosis;  il  miliary  tuberculosis  with  tuber- 
culous meningitis  and  1 marasmus  with  tuberculous  menin- 
gitis; 3 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  “trans- 
fers in  ’’  of  patients  who  died  in  Larbert  Asylum,  while 
the  remaining  2 patients  were  the  only  cases  in  this  group 
which  died  at  home.  The  death  of  one  of  these  was  due  to 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  occurred  in  a patient  who,  some 
years  previously,  had  had  sanatorium  treatment  but  had 
left  sanatorium  and  taken  up  her  abode  in  the  country.  The 
other  death  was  due  to  tuberculous  meningitis  in  a child. 

Deaths  from  Influenza. — There  were  9 deaths  from 
influenza  during  1936  (5  males  and  4 females)  as  against  25 
in  1935  and  6 in  1934. 

Deaths  from  Pneumonia. — There  were  56  deaths  registered 
as  being  caused  by  pneumonia,  which  is  the  same  figure  as 
in  1935  and  2 less  than  in  1934. 

Deaths  from  Cancer. — 137  deaths  were  registered  in  1936 
as  being  due  to  cancer,  as  against  117  in  1935  and  142  in 
1934.  Of  these,  58  were  males  and  79  females. 

METEOROLOGY. 

Details  of  the  rainfall  at  various  observation  stations  within 
the  County  will  be  found  in  Table  IV.  For  the  purpose  of 
comparison  a statement  of  the  mean  rainfall  for  Scotland 
has  also  been  included  in  the  table. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  every  station  April  was 
the  driest  month  whilst  July  ranked  alongside  January, 
October  and  December  for  heavy  rainfall.  The  total  rainfall 
was  considerably  below  that  for  1935,  mainly  due  to  a lessened 
fall  in  October  which  was  an  exceedingly  wet  month  in  1935. 
There  were  more  dry  days  in  1936  than  in  1935.

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A.  GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  pipe  line  which  was  being  laid  during  the  autumn  and 
spring  was  completed  just  in  time  to  prevent  a further 
shortage  of  water  in  Cardross.  There  was,  however,  the 
usual  shortage  in  the  villages  on  the  west  shore  of  the 
Gareloch. 

The  work  of  laying  the  necessary  pipes  for  supplying  the 
Garelochside  was  steadily  proceeded  with  during  the  year, 
and  although  there  is  no  chance  of  the  supply  being  available 
in  the  summer  of  1937,  it  is  hoped  that  the  following  summer 
may  see  the  end  of  a situation  which  has  caused  much 
annoyance  for  many  years  past. 

The  pipe  from  Loch  Finlas,  which  is  to  supply  the  Kil- 
maronock  area,  was  commenced  during  the  year,  but  the 
progress  is  necessarily  slow. 

The  arrangements  for  the  Arrochar  supply  were  completed 
during  the  year  and  work  commenced,  but  circumstances 
delayed  the  work  very  considerably  so  that  the  supply  will 
not  be  available  in  the  summer  of  1937. 

10  samples  of  water  from  public  supplies  were  analysed 
during  the  year  and  found  to  be  of  good  quality. 

Rivers  Pollution. 

River  Leven. — On  6th  July  a serious  pollution  occurred  on 
the  stretch  of  water  between  Cordale  and  Dalquhurn  Works. 
On  16th  July  I wrote  to  the  Clerk  as  follows  : — 

Referring  to  our  conversation  this  morning,  the 
following  are  the  main  facts  relating  to  the  pollution 
of  the  river  which  occurred  on  Monday,  6th  July. 

The  pollution  appears  to  have  occurred  somewhere 
between  9.30  and  10.30  a.m.  A Sanitary  Inspector  of 
the  Local  Authority  along  with  the  River  Watcher, 
Mr.  M'Arthur,  procured  samples  of  water,  but  of  course 
some  time  had  elapsed  and,  as  you  are  aware,  the  River 
Leven  flows  fairly  rapidly  even  at  this  time  of  the  year

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and  any  poison  is  quickly  diluted.  The  analyses  of  the 
two  samples  do  not  show  any  pollution  which  would 
cause  injury  to  fish. 

Two  of  the  fish  killed  by  the  pollution  were  sent  to  the 
Biological  Station  at  Millport  but  Dr.  Elmhurst,  the 
Director,  was  unable  to  find  any  exact  reason  for  their 
death,  although  he  is  satisfied  that  they  were  either 
poisoned  or  suffocated. 

I wrote  to  the  United  Turkey  Red  Company  regarding 
the  pollution  because  it  occurred  in  a stretch  of  water 
between  two  of  their  Works  and  the  only  effluent  going 
into  that  stretch  is  from  their  Works.  I have  to-day 
received  a reply  stating  that  they  have  gone  fully  into 
the  matter  and  cannot  offer  any  explanation,  as  nothing 
untoward  has  been  done  in  the  operation  of  these  Works. 

I understand  from  the  Deputy  Chief  Constable  that  his 
Department  have  been  making  inquiries  under  the 
Salmon  Fisheries  Acts,  but  I have  not  heard  if  anything 
definite  has  been  discovered.  I also  understand  that 
Mr.  M'Arthur,  the  River  Watcher  for  the  Loch  Lomond 
Angling  Association,  has  sent  one  or  more  fish  to  the 
Fisheries  Board  but  I have  not  heard  if  the  cause  of 
death  has  been  ascertained. 

Subsequently  some  correspondence  occurred  between  this 
Department  and  the  United  Turkey  Red  Company  regarding 
the  possibility  of  accidental  pollution.  The  Directors  of  the 
Company,  however,  could  find  no  evidence  of  this. 

During  this  pollution  the  number  of  fish  destroyed  was  very 
large,  and  it  is  most  unfortunate  that  no  definite  cause  could 
be  ascertained.  A very  considerable  number  of  samples  was 
examined,  but  nothing  was  found  in  the  water  which  would 
destroy  fish  life  or  give  any  indication  as  to  the  possible 
source  of  pollution. 

River  Allander. — In  June  a complaint  was  received  from 
the  Douglas  Park  Golf  Club  regarding  the  condition  of  the 
river  adjoining  the  Golf  Course.  The  complaint  referred 
to  smells  and  also  to  the  presence  of  rats.  The  Burgh  of 
B 
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Milngavie  Sewage  Works  has  an  effluent  pipe  near  this  point 
and  this  no  doubt  was  the  cause  of  complaint. 

As  it  happened,  the  Town  Council  were  about  that  time 
•renewing  certain  of  the  Burgh  sewers  and  it  was  arranged 
to  carry  the  effluent  pipe  down-stream  to  a point  beyond 
the  Golf  Course.  It  might  be  mentioned  that  inspection 
did  not  reveal  any  gross  pollution  of  the  stream  with  sewage 
matter.  There  are,  of  course,  rats  on  the  banks  of  most 
streams  in  the  vicinity  of  towns. 

A similar  complaint  regarding  this  stream  was  referred 
to  in  last  year’s  Report. 

Rivers  Luggie  and  Bothlyn. — On  6th  July  a complaint 
was  received  through  the  Clerk  to  the  Kirkintilloch  District 
.Council  about  the  condition  of  the  Luggie,  which  was  stated 
to  be  very  black.  I visited  the  stream  along  with  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  on  9th  July  and  inspected  Wester  Gartshore  Pit 
effluents.  It  was  obvious  from  the  condition  of  the  bed 
of  the  stream  as  it  passed  through  the  Works  that  a consider- 
able amount  of  coal  gum  had  got  into  the  river.  On  16th  July 
I reported  to  the  County  Clerk  as  follows : — 

A complaint  was  received  on  6th  July  from  the  Clerk 
to  the  District  Council  regarding  the  condition  of  the 
River  Luggie.  I paid  a visit  to  this  stream  on  9th  July 
and  made  a detailed  inspection  of  the  Wester  Gartshore 
Pits.  The  condition  of  the  River  Luggie  just  below 
the  pits  is  deplorable,  whereas  above  the  pit  effluent  the 
river  is  of  quite  a different  colour,  being  a dark  brown 
in  place  of  a funereal  black. 

There  are  in  all  five  places  where  effluents  reach  the 
Luggie  from  these  pits.  The  farthest  down  effluent  is 
composed  of  the  water  pumped  from  the  lodgment  at 
the  foot  of  the  pit  which  drains  not  only  the  Wester 
Gartshore  Pits  but  Meiklehill  as  well.  This  water  was 
being  pumped  at  the  time  of  my  visit  and  no  exception 
could  be  taken  to  it,  but  precautions  have  to  be  taken 
in  connection  with  the  pumping  so  that  the  coal  dust 
is  not  stirred  up  and  pumped  out  with  the  water.  On 
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previous  occasions  I have  seen  this  effluent  in  a very  black 
-condition. 

the  next  pipe  farther  up  the  river  drains  from  various 
parts  of  the  upper  workings  and  it  is  this  pipe  which 
has  obviously  been  doing  the  mischief  recently,  because 
below  it  in  the  bed  of  the  stream  there  is  a solid  mass 
■of  coal  dust  stretching  two-thirds  across  the  stream.  At 
the  time  of  my  visit  there  was  only  a small  amount  of 
blackish  material  issuing  from  it. 

Farther  up  the  stream  there  is  a small  pipe  which 
does  not  appear  to  do  very  much  damage  but  also  drains 
certain  places  in  the  Works. 

Higher  up  the  stream,  merely  running  down  the  bank 
and  not  issuing  from  a pipe,  are  two  streams  of  water 
which  come  down  the  railway  lines  and  cross  under  them. 
This  water  is  really  an  escape  from  the  coal-washing 
plant  and  of  course  a considerable  amount  of  coal  wash- 
ings gain  access  to  the  stream  from  time  to  time  by 
these  channels.  There  are  at  present  no  sumps  in  con- 
nection with  them,  but,  as  will  be  seen  from  my  letter 
to  Mr.  Lang,  the  Manager,  I have  asked  that  such  should 
be  arranged  for. 

I am  quite  satisfied  that  a very  great  improvement 
could  be  effected  in  the  condition  of  the  River  Luggie 
if  a little  care  were  taken  regarding  these  effluents. 

I also  sent  to  the  Manager  of  the  Pit  a note  of  suggestions 
■as  to  how  improvements  could  be  effected.  They  were  as 
follows  : — 

1.  That  care  should  be  taken  not  to  over-pump  the  water 

from  the  lodgment  so  that  the  accumulation  of  coal 
dust  there  should  not  be  disturbed. 

2.  That  care  should  be  taken  to  keep  cleaned  out  the 

various  sumps  in  connection  with  the  pipe  which  dis- 
charges into  the  Luggie  farther  up-stream. 

3.  That  the  deposit  of  coal  dust  on  the  bank,  which  will 

certainly  be  washed  into  the  stream  with  the  next  heavy 
rain,  should  be  removed. 

4.  That  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  remove  the  accumula- 
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tion  of  coal  dust  lying  in  the  stream  underneath 
the  pipe  referred  to. 

5.  That  the  two  places  where  the  water  discharges  under 

the  rails  should  have  sumps  connected  with  them  and 
that  these  should  be  regularly  cleaned  out  so  that  only 
comparatively  clean  water  gains  access  to  the  River 
Luggie. 

6.  That  some  definite  instruction  should  be  given  to  some- 

one to  see  that  these  various  sumps  are  regularly 
cleaned,  otherwise  of  course  they  are  of  no  use. 

These  suggestions  were  given  effect  to,  but  of  course  there 
may  be  a recurrence  of  pollution  if  attention  is  not  paid 
to  the  cleaning  of  the  various  sumps. 

Later  on  in  the  year  a note  was  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  Lanarkshire  regarding  the  condition  of  the 
river  above  Wester  Gartshore  Pit. 

No  further  complaint  was  received  regarding  the  Bothlyn 
Burn. 

Park  Burn. — There  was  also  a complaint  regarding  the 
Park  Burn,  which  arises  in  Auchengeich  Loch  in  Lanarkshire 
and,  after  traversing  an  underground  channel  for  about 
three-quarters  of  a mile,  comes  out  at  Boghead,  near  Lenzie, 
and  finally  joins  the  Kelvin. 

On  26th  June  I wrote  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Lanarkshire  regarding  the  condition  of  this  stream,  which 
contained  an  enormous  quantity  of  coal  washings.  Assurance 
was  given  that  steps  were  being  taken  to  remedy  the  condition. 

Auchentoshan  Burn. — The  Distillery  was  visited  on  13th 
May  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  Clydebank  and  the 
County.  There  was  no  cause  for  complaint  at  that  time. 

Ballagan  Burn. — A complaint  of  dead  fish  in  this  burn, 
which  runs  into  the  River  Leven,  was  received  at  the  end 
of  June.  An  analysis  of  the  water  showed  the  presence  of 
'25  parts  of  carbolic  or  cresylic  acid  per  100,000.  This  was 
due  in  all  probability  to  the  laying  of  tar-macadam  on  an 
adjoining  road  and  the  acids  referred  to  were  probably  the 
cause  of  the  destruction  of  fish. 
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Red  Burn,  Castlecary. — In  connection  with  the  inquiry  by 
the  Scottish  Advisory  Committee  on  Rivers  Pollution  Pre- 
vention, a short  Report  was  prepared  regarding  the  Red 
Burn,  which  joins  the  Bonny  in  Stirlingshire.  The  following 
is  an  excerpt  from  the  Report : — 

The  Red  Burn  is  formed  by  the  junction  of  two 
branches,  one  known  as  the  Vault  Burn  and  the  other 
as  the  Bog  Stank.  Between  the  County  of  Dunbarton 
boundary  and  the  junction  of  these  two  burns  the  Red 
Burn  is  about  If  miles  in  length.  The  Vault  Burn, 
which  in  its  upper  reaches  is  known  as  Glencryan  Burn, 
arises  on  the  high  ground  above  Cumbernauld  Station 
and  in  its  course  to  form  the  Vault  Burn  is  joined 
by  a small  branch  which  takes  the  drainage  from  a 
group  of  56  houses  at  Cumbernauld  Station.  There  are 
50  water-closets  in  connection  with  these  houses  and  all 
of  them  discharge  through  septic  tanks.  The  population 
is  about  170.  The  Bog  Stank,  which  is  about  § mile 
in  length,  arises  as  a ditch  on  the  side  of  the  main  road 
near  Cumbernauld.  It  does  not  now  receive  any  sewage, 
as  all  the  Cumbernauld  sewage  has  been  removed  from 
the  tributary  which  comes  through  the  village.  After 
the  junction  of  the  Bog  Stank  and  the  Vault  Burn  the 
stream  becomes  the  Red  Burn,  and  about  half-way 
between  its  junction  and  the  County  boundary  it  receives 
the  effluent  from  the  Cumbernauld  Sewage  Works. 

Before  reaching  Castlecary,  the  Red  Burn  is  joined 
by  the  Walton  Burn,  which  is  the  boundary  between  Dun- 
bartonshire and  Stirlingshire  for  the  greater  part  of 
its  course.  The  Walton  Burn  receives  no  sewage  except 
drainage  from  farms  which  may  happen  to  be  in  the 
neighbourhood.  Before  passing  into  Stirlingshire,  the 
Red  Burn  receives  the  drainage  from  a group  of  houses 
at  Castlecary,  numbering  31,  with  a population  of  127. 
There  are  16  water-closets,  all  of  which  are  discharged 
through  septic  tanks. 

None  of  these  burns  receives  any  trade  effluent  or  coal 
washings  during  the  course  of  their  passage  through 
the  County. 
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A series  of  analyses  of  water  was  carried  out  in  connection 
with  this  Report,  with  the  following  result : Sample  from 
Bog  Stank — very  satisfactory  : Sample  from  Red  Burn  just 
below  Bog  Stank — satisfactoi-y ; Sample  from  Red  Burn  below 
outfall  of  Cumbernauld  Sewage  Works — not  satisfactory; 
Sample  from  Red  Burn  at  Castlecary — not  satisfactory. 

The  question  of  improving  the  Cumbernauld  Sewage  Works 
was  under  consideration  during  the  year. 

Yoker  Burn. — A sudden  pollution  of  this  burn  took  place 
in  February,  when  the  Admiralty  oil  pipe  on  the  bank  of 
the  Canal  burst,  the  oil  finding  its  way  through  field  drains 
into  the  burn.  A visit  of  inspection  was  made,  when  it 
was  found  that  remedial  measures  were  in  progress. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND 
DISPOSAL. 

The  discharge  from  the  Yale  of  Leven  Sewage  Works  at 
Dalmoak  continues  to  be  of  a satisfactory  nature.  The 
question  of  including  certain  other  effluents  was  discussed 
during  the  year  and  in  the  end,  on  advice  from  the  County 
Analyst  that  the  composition  of  the  sewage  would  not  be 
affected  in  any  way,  the  Committee  agreed  to  include  this 
comparatively  small  quantity  of  effluent  into  the  sewers. 

In  February  the  County  Council  agreed  to  the  formation 
of  a Drainage  District  for  Bowling  and,  after  some  opposi- 
tion from  the  Railway  Company,  the  Sheriff,  in  August, 
found  for  the  County  Council. 

The  formation  of  this  area  into  a Drainage  District  was 
long  ago  felt  necessary  because  a great  part  of  the  sewage 
has  been  discharging  into  the  harbour ; recently  the  harbour 
has  been  used  by  persons  owning  cabin  cruisers  and  quite  a 
number  of  persons  have  been  living  on  boats  moored  there. 

In  December  the  County  Council  resolved  to  form  a Drain- 
age District  at  Arrochar,  together  with  a Scavenging  Dis- 
trict at  Arrochar  and  Tarbet.  These  matters  have  long  been 
before  the  Health  Department  and  the  facilities  provided, 
especially  the  former,  will  be  of  great  benefit  not  only  to 
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the  resident  population  but  to  the  many  visitors  to  the 
district. 

There  were  a large  number  of  extensions  made  during  the 
year  to  existing  districts.  These  are  detailed  by  the  County 
Engineer. 

NUISANCES. 

Smells  from  a Coup. — Further  action  was  taken  during  the 
year  regarding  the  coup  referred  to  in  the  Annual  Reports 
for  1934  and  1935  and  some  improvement  was  effected.  The 
size  and  nature  of  the  coup,  however,  make  it  a very  difficult 
matter  to  deal  with.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  1934  Report 
that  the  coup  is  in  Lanarkshire  and  owned  by  the  Glasgow 
Corporation,  and  assurances  were  given  by  the  Corporation 
that  everything  would  be  done  to  minimise  the  nuisance.  The 
matter  will  be  kept  under  observation. 

Conditions  at  a Stable. — A complaint  was  received  in 
March  regarding  a stable  in  the  Western  Area  used  by  the 
proprietors  of  a potato-chip  business.  The  conditions  found 
were  so  bad  that  I had  no  hesitation  in  reporting  to  the 
Committee  that,  a nuisance  existed.  This  nuisance  was 
eventually  abated  by  the  removal  of  the  shed. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

No  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  Landward  Area 
of  the  County. 

PRIVATE  STREETS. 

A number  of  private  streets  were  reported  on  during  1936. 
At  the  end  of  1935  the  question  of  Lochend  Crescent  and 
Pendicle  Road  was  before  the  Committee.  These  streets  were 
in  a very  bad  condition  and  were  certified  under  Section  39 
of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897.  These  streets  were 
finally  made  up  to  highway  standard. 

In  May  my  attention  was  called  to  the  condition  of  Thorn 
Road*  Bearsden,  and  I reported  ab  follows  to  the  County 
Clerk  : — 

“ My  attention  has  been  directed  by  a member  of  the 
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County  Council  to  the  condition  of  the  portion  of  Thorn 
Road,  Bearsden,  from  the  house  named  * Quilchena  ’ to 
the  Golf  Course. 

“ This  road  is  only  partially  formed  but  the  surface  of 
the  part  used  for  traffic  to  the  Golf  Course  is  in  a very 
unsatisfactory  condition  and  cannot  be  properly  scavenged. 

“ I would  be  prepared  to  issue  a Certificate  under  Sec- 
tion 39  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland;  Act,  1897,  and 
should  be  obliged  if  you  would  refer  to  this  matter  at  the 
meeting  on  Monday.” 

Lennox  Street,  Alexandria,  was  dealt  with  in  November 
and  after  negotiations  certain  repairs  were  carried  out. 

RAT  CAMPAIGN. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Rat  Week,  30th  March  till  6th  April,  1936. 

The  following  is  the  joint  report  issued  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  in  the  Eastern  and  Western  Areas : — 

“ In  addition  to  the  incessant  campaign  for  the  extermina- 
tion of  rats  within  the  County,  the  Annual  Rat  Week  was 
held  when,  as  in  the  past,  an  endeavour  was  made  to  enlighten 
and  promote  the  interest  of  the  public  upon  the  destruction 
of  rats. 

“ Colour  posters  were  displayed  in  all  London  and  North 
Eastern  and  London  Midland  and  Scottish  Railway  Stations 
within  the  County  and  in  other  prominent  positions  where  the 
greatest  publicity  could  be  secured.  The  scavenging  wagons 
within  the  Special  Scavenging  Districts  were  also  utilised 
for  the  display  of  posters,  giving  information  as  to  methods 
of  extermination  and  names  and  addresses  of  officials  to 
whom  application  could  be  made  for  assistance  and  guidance 
as  to  the  best  methods  of  destroying  the  vermin. 

“ The  Chief  Constable  of  the  County  agreed,  as  in  former 
years,  to  the  sale  of  poisons  from  the  various  police  stations 
in  the  County.  This  arrangement  proved  very  advantageous. 

“ Premises  where  the  presence  of  rats  was  suspected  or 
known  to  be  present,  were  visited  and  the  owners  or  tenants 
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urged  to  make  a wholehearted  effort  to  exterminate  the  pests. 

“ The  refuse  coups  and  other  properties  of  the  Local 
Authority,  although  continually  under  observation  for  the 
presence  of  rats,  received  special  attention,  as  in  former 
years. 

“ In  the  Eastern  Area,  a trap  known  as  “ The  Pied  Piper,” 
has  been  continually  used  during  the  year  with  gratifying 
results,  an  average  kill  of  10  rats  per  week  being  reported 
from  one  of  the  refuse  coups.  Horo  sulphur  candles  and 
carbon  bi-sulphate  have  also  been  freely  used  and  give  every 
satisfaction. 

“ The  ‘ Cyanogas  ’ apparatus  is  still  employed  in  the 
Western  Area  and  is  giving  very  satisfactory  results  at  the 
various  refuse  coups  of  the  County  Council. 

“ There  have  been  no  reports  of  any  large  kills  during 
the  week  in  the  County,  but  we  are  sure  that  the  propaganda 
connected  with  the  Annual  Rat  Week  has  stimulated  the 
interest  of  the  public  and  will,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Department,  tend  to  decrease  the  rat  population  within  the 
County.

B.— HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING. 

The  total  number  of  houses  closed  during  1936  as  unin- 
habitable only  amounted  to  58.  This  small  number  was  not 
■due  to  the  absence  of  condemnable  houses  but  to  the  slow 
progress  in  building,  especially  in  the  Western  Area  of  the 
County,  where  many  uninhabitable  houses  are  still  occupied. 

A commencement  was,  however,  made  in  certain  areas 
with  the  erection  of  houses  for  overcrowding. 

Very  large  numbers  of  inspections  and  re-inspections  were 
made  of  properties  complained  of  by  the  tenants  and  in 
some  instances  the  complaint  of  gross  defects  could  not  be 
substantiated. 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  Report  to  properties 
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where  repairs  were  necessary,  although  the  houses  themselves 
were  in  fair  condition.  These  properties  were  again  before 
the  Committees  and  eventually  the  proprietors  agreed  to  carry 
out  the  necessary  repairs  and  install  up-to-date  sanitary 
accommodation.  At  the  date  of  writing  this  these  repairs 
were  in  progress.  The  properties  referred  to  are  situated  in 
Bonhill  and  Jamestown  and  comprise  392  houses. 

Town-planning  matters  are  fully  dealt  with  in  the  County 
Engineer’s  Report. 

Defective  or  Uninhabitable  Houses. — During  the  year 
1936,  41  representations  were  made  under  Section  16  (1)  of 
the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930,  or  the  Housing  (Scotland) 
Act,  1925,  to  the  Local  Authority.  The  total  number  of 
houses  affected  was  58.  The  following  table  shows  the  situa- 
tion of  the  various  houses  dealt  with  : —

REPORT  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  HOUSING  (RURAL 
WORKERS)  ACT,  1926,  HOUSING  (SCOTLAND) 
ACTS,  Ac. 

In  connection  with  a request  from  the  Department  of 
Health  for  certain  information  regarding  the  working  of  the 
Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926,  and  the  Housing  Acts, 
I submitted  the  following  Report : — 

“ I have  now  had  an  opportunity  of  discussing  with 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  the  pi’oblems  put  before  us  by  the 
Department  of  Health  in  connection  with  the  Scottish 
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Housing  Advisory  Committee,  and  would  put  forward  the 
following  observations  on  their  questions  : — 

“1.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  the  County  of  Dunbarton 
the  first  inspection  of  houses  commenced  in  1914.  All  the 
houses  coming  under  the  regulations  were  examined  and 
reported  on  by  1919.  These  houses  have  been  periodically 
inspected  since  that  date. 

“2.  It  must  first  be  remembered  that  certain  houses  in 
rural  areas  come  within  special  districts  and  certain  houses 
are  outwith  these  districts.  Houses  within  special  districts 
are  more  easily  dealt  with  than  those  which  have  no  special 
facilities  in  their  vicinity.  Taking  the  Department’s 
questions  seriatim — 

“ (a)  Although  possibly  Section  114  has  not  been  used 
officially  by  the  issue  of  orders,  a considerable  volume  of 
repairs  has  been  done  by  the  proprietors  of  houses  in  rural 
districts  on  the  request  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  it 
is  the  very  fact  that  proprietors  have  been  to  a large 
extent  willing  to  co-operate  that  has  made  it  unnecessary 
for  official  action  to  be  taken. 

“ (b)  As  regards  Section  16,  a very  considerable  number 
•of  houses  have  been  dealt  with  in  the  rural  areas.  As 
regards  areas  which  have  not  been  dealt  with,  as  soon  as 
houses,  which  have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Committee,  are 
built  by  the  Local  Authority  the  remaining  uninhabitable 
houses  will  be  closed  and  demolished. 

“ (c)  The  attention  of  the  Department  is  directed  in 
ihis  connection  to  the  pages  of  the  County  Medical  Officer’s 
Annual  Report  (going  back  five  years)  dealing  with  the 
improvement  of  rural  dwellings  : — 

Annual  Report,  1934 — pages  35,  36  and  37. 

Annual  Report,  1933 — pages  32,  33  and  34. 

Annual  Report,  1932 — pages  58,  59  and  60. 

Annual  Report,  1931 — pages  56,  57  and  58. 

Annual  Report,  1930 — pages  53,  54,  55  and  56. 

The  present  Report,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  printers, 
will  show  an  almost  equal  number  of  repairs  done  to  rural 
houses  by  the  introduction  of  water  supplies  or  water- 
•closets.

“ I might  mention  that  within  the  present  year,  in  co- 
operation with  the  owners  of  the  village  of  Luss,  practi- 
cally all  the  properties  have  had  water-closets  and 
up-to-date  sanitary  arrangements  introduced. 

“ As  will  be  seen  from  the  Returns  to  the  Department, 
there  are  still  some  36  houses  in  rural  areas  in  the  County 
of  Dunbarton  to  be  dealt  with,  these  houses  being  occupied 
by  farm  workers,  and  constant  pressure  is  being  put  on 
the  owners  to  go  in  for  an  improvement  scheme.  The 
great  difficulty  in  rural  areas  is  want  of  a main  drainage 
system,  quite  a number  of  the  houses  being  in  positions 
which  make  the  introduction  of  sanitary  conveniences 
extremely  expensive  and  it  will  be  remembered  that  under 
Section  20  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1925,  the  point 
of  what  is  reasonably  practicable  comes  into  the  question, 
together  with  the  expense  involved.  This  Section  20,  Sub- 
Section  (2),  is  one  of  the  stumbling-blocks,  an  alteration 
of  which  might  be  considered.  In  my  opinion  this  should 
only  operate  where  the  premises  are  outwith  a special 
district  and  the  same  applies  to  the  provisions  of  Section  40 
of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1919,  in  relation  to  the 
provision  of  a water  supply.  The  Department  will  no 
doubt  remember  the  case  in  Dunbartonshire  before  the  late 
Sheriff  M'Phail,  where  a decision  was  given  against  the 
County  Council. 

“3.  In  answer  to  the  questions  which  are  referred  to 
under  paragraph  3,  it  must  be  remembered  that,  generally  « 
speaking,  in  villages  there  is  no  growth  of  the  population, 
but  there  are  villages,  such  as  Arrochar  which  has  a 
torpedo  factory  and  Rosneath  and  Clynder  where  there  are 
yacht-building  yards,  where  there  is  a lack  of  houses  and 
where  it  would  appear  that  grants  would  be  necessary  for 
the  provision  of  the  required  houses.  There  is  a further 
point,  which  applies  perhaps  more  to  the  Western  Area 
of  the  County,  that  there  is  a lack  of  houses  for  the  yoimger 
people  who  wish  to  remain  in  the  rural  areas.  Such 
houses  will  not  be  provided  without  Exchequer  grants. 

“ 4.  There  would  appear  to  be  very  great  difficulty  in 
doing  away  with  the  * tied  ’ house,  because  it  is  obvious 
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that  there  are  a number  of  difficulties  relating  to  tenancy 
with  this  class  of  worker.  Farm  servants  are  engaged  and 
discharged  at  certain  periods  of  the  year  and  might  still 
require  to  occupy  the  house  after  their  term  of  engagement 
had  ceased  with  any  particular  farm,  and  this  would  of 
course  mean  that  the  incoming  farm  servant  would  have  no 
accommodation  available.  Under  these  circumstances  it 
would  appear  desirable  for  the  owner  of  the  farm  to 
arrange  for  the  accommodation  of  his  servants  on  his  own 
premises.  Quite  apart  from  this  consideration,  the  farms 
are  so  scattered  that  the  provision  of  houses  in  existing 
Tillages  would  be  almost  out  of  the  question. 

“ 5.  We  are  of  opinion  that  grants  should  be  made 
available  to  private  owners  to  build  new  houses  for  the 
occupation  of  agricultural  workers  as  well  as  to  improve 
or  reconstruct  the  existing  houses. 

“6.  Except  under  special  circumstances,  it  has  been  the 
custom  of  the  Dunbarton  County  Council  to  refuse  assist- 
ance for  the  reconstruction  of  houses  of  less  than  three 
apartments  and  the  Committee  have  had  before  them  con- 
stantly the  question  of  bringing  these  dwellings  up  to  the 
housing  standards  as  laid  down  in  the  Housing  (Scotland) 
Act,  1925.  This,  of  course,  cannot  always  be  attained, 
■especially  with  very  isolated  cottages.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  secure  a larger  number 
of  apartments  in  such  cottages  where  the  families  are  large. 
This  could  only  be  done  by  grants  as  referred  to  under 
paragraph  5. 

“ 7.  As  far  as  the  County  Council  of  Dunbarton  is  con- 
cerned, assistance  is  not  given  where  the  house  is  not  worth 
reconstruction  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  requirements 
have  not,  as  far  as  I am  aware,  been  unnecessarily  strict. 
Any  regulations  regarding  grants  should  give  a certain 
amount  of  latitude,  as  the  conditions  affecting  rural  houses 
differ  within  such  wide  limits. 

“ 8.  It  would  appear  to  be  almost  necessary  for  the 
provision  of  bothies  for  unmarried  farm  servants  at  certain 
of  the  farms.  There  are  not  a large  number  of  these  in 
Dunbartonshire,  but  where  there  are,  the  farm  servant 
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usually  has  meals  with  the  farmer’s  family  and  the 
apartment  is  only  used  for  sleeping  purposes.  Some  of 
the  accommodation  which  I have  seen  is  distinctly  good, 
hut  on  the  other  hand  there  are  instances  where  the 
opposite  is  the  case.  It  would  appear  as  if,  at  any  rate 
in  the  Western  Area  of  the  County,  special  attention  should 
be  paid  to  the  improvement  of  such  accommodation,  espe- 
cially as  regards  lighting,  heating  and  cubic  space,  which 
is  very  often  deficient. 

“9.  There  are  not  a large  number  of  small  landholders  in 
the  County  of  Dunbarton,  but  it  would  appear  that  the 
provision  of  a grant  to  such  a holder,  if  he  is  ‘ tied  to  the 
land,’  would  encourage  the  erection  of  new  houses  by  the 
small  landholders  themselves. 

“10.  I think  it  may  be  said  that  there  have  been  no 
really  insurmountable  difficulties  met  with  under  the  Hous- 
ing Acts.  The  Housing  (Rural  Woi'kers)  Acts  have  been 
made  use  of  to  a large  extent  by  landowners  and  the 
Housing  Acts  themselves  have  been  sufficient  to  enable  the 
County  Council  to  get  rid  of  large  numbers  of  insanitary 
houses  and  to  replace  them  with  others  on  more  suitable 
sites. 

“ Although  perhaps  it  does  not  come  quite  under  the 
headings  of  this  Questionnaire,  attention  could  be  drawn  to 
the  difficulty  experienced  where  an  overcrowded  family  is 
given  a larger  house.  At  the  present  time  there  is  no 
provision  to  ensure  that  such  a house  is  not  re-overcrowded. 
From  a practical  point  of  view  there  can  be  no  reason  at 
all  why  a house,  once  de-crowded,  should  not  be  ‘ ticketed  ’ 
and  only  the  number  of  persons  allowable  under  the  1935 
Act  allowed  to  reside  in  it  for  all  time.

The  survey  of  all  houses  under  £45  rental  was  completed 
during  the  year,  and  the  amount  of  overcrowding  in  the 
County  Landward  revealed. 

Copies  of  the  official  Forms  B,  C and  D are  included  in  this 
hepoit  and  in  these  will  be  found  the  actual  figures  regarding 
overcrowding  and  the  number  of  houses  required  after  decant- 
ing  of  families  in  our  housing  schemes  and  elsewhere  so  as  to 
take  full  advantage  of  the  accommodation  available. 

Theie  is  also  included  in  the  Report  a Statement  showing 
the  County  Council’s  Housing  Programme  up  till  the  end  of 
1938.  From  this  it  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  whole  County 
(Landward)  at  April,  1936,  there  were  still  required  286 
houses  for  slum  clearance  and  these  are  to  be  erected  under 
the  1930  Act. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  it  was  agreed  by  the  County 
Council  to  proceed  with  938  houses  for  overcrowding,  being 
an  instalment  of  the  total  required,  making  a total  as  shown 
in  the  Statement  of  1224,  of  sizes  set  out  in  that  Table. 

Particulars  from  the  County  Architect. 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Architect  for  supplying  the 
following  notes  regarding  the  progress  of  Housing  Schemes, 
<fcc.  : — 

Admiralty  Housing  Site,  Alexandria. — Owing  to  diffi- 
culties regarding  the  clearing  of  the  huts  from  the 
ground  of  the  third  development,  it  was  not  until 
the  month  of  May  that  a start  was  made  to  build  a 
further  48  houses. 

Burnbrae,  Alexandria. — A scarcity  of  labour  held  up 
the  completion  of  the  18  flatted  houses,  and  it  was  the 
month  of  April  before  they  were  finished. 

Red  Row,  Renton. — The  6 three-apartment  flatted 
houses  were  completed  and  occupied  in  the  month  of 
June. 

Cordale,  Renton. — While  the  Department  of  Health  for 
Scotland  approved  of  the  tenders  for  the  first  develop- 
ment of  120  tenemental  houses,  comprising  72  three-

COUNTY  OF  DUNBARTON. 
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apartments  and  48  four-apartments,  in  the  month  of 
April,  it  was  the  end  of  August  before  a proper  start 
was  made.  Delay  was  occasioned  through  a proposal  by 
the  County  Road  Surveyor  to  run  a new  diversion  High- 
way through  the  centre  of  the  site.  In  the  end  this  pro- 
posal was  turned  down. 

Arrochar. — The  12  three-apartment  houses  approved  to 
be  erected  here  were  started  in  the  month  of  August. 

Sites  for  Housing  Schemes,  as  undernoted,  were  approved 
of  and  layout  plans  and  new  type  plans  prepared  : — 

Rhu. — Tenders  for  the  erection  of  8 three-apartment, 
2 four-apartment  and  2 five-apartment  houses,  12  houses 
in  all,  were  approved  by  the  Department  of  Health  late 
in  November. 

Burnbrae  (Cordate). — The  Department  of  Health  also 
approved  late  in  November,  tenders  for  the  erection  of 
24  houses  comprising  6 three-apartment,  14  four-apart- 
ment and  4 five-apartment  houses. 

Cardross. — Approval  was  given  by  the  Department  of 
Health  to  the  tenders  for  the  erection  of  8 three-apart- 
ment, 4 four-apartment  and  2 five-apartment  houses, 
14  houses  in  all,  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Drumchapel. — In  December  the  Department  of  Health 
approved  of  tenders  for  40  houses  comprising  30  three- 
apartment,  6 four-apartment  and  4 five-apartment 
houses. 

Old  Kilpatrick. — Tenders  for  the  erection  of  50  houses 
at  Freelands  Place,  comprising  12  three-apartment,  30 
four-apartment  and  8 five- apartment  houses  received  the 
approval  of  the  Department  of  Health,  also  in  December. 

Waterside. — During  December,  tenders  were  received 
for  the  erection  of  24  four-apartment  and  10  five-apart- 
ment houses,  34  houses  in  all. 

Condorrat. — A clearance  of  some  old  buildings 
furnished  a site  for  20  houses.  Tenders  are  due  early 
in  the  New  Year. 

Tenders  are  to  be  called  for  early  in  the  New  Year  for  the 
following  Schemes:  Bowling,  12  houses;  Duntocher,  104 


houses ; Hardgate,  28  houses ; Bearsden,  32  houses ; and 
Twechar,  48  houses. 

Sites  are  in  process  of  acquisition  or  under  negotiation 
for  Schemes  at  Garelochhead,  18  houses;  Rosneath,  4 houses; 
Kilmaronock,  10  houses;  Milton  and  Dumbuclc,  16  houses; 
Croy,  36  houses;  and  Cumbernauld,  48  houses. 

In  connection  with  the  housing  requirements  in  Bonhill 
Parish  and  Renton,  a site  on  the  Carrochan  Road  is  under 
negotiation  with  the  Proprietors,  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Glasgow. 

There  has  been  great  difficulty  in  making  progress  due  to 
a dearth  of  building  trade  labour  and  with  contractors 
generally  over  their  tenders,  owing  to  rising  costs  of  building 
materials. 

Rural  Workers  Act. 

Under  the  Act,  applications  were  received  for  the  recon- 
ditioning of  69  houses,  involving  grants  of  £5863  7s.  lOd. 

C.  FOOD  SUPPLY. 

The  Inspectors  took  in  all  280  samples  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  during  1936,  and  for 
the  most  part  the  samples  were  found  to  be  genuine.  As  will 
be  seen,  however,  from  the  Reports  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
seven  samples  in  the  Eastern  Division  and  a similar  number 
in  the  Western  Division  were  found  to  be  not  genuine.  These 
included  certain  samples  of  mince  which  contained  an  excess 
of  preservative,  or  preservative  when  such  was  not  allowed. 

An  interesting  point  was  raised  in  connection  with  the 
sample  of  whisky  which  was  slightly  under  strength.  The 
sample  in  question  was  drawn  from  a bottle  of  whisky  which 
was  specially  labelled.  It  was  full  at  the  time  of  sampling 
and  was  presumably  as  received  from  the  makers.  In  spite 
of  that  it  was  found  to  be  under  strength.  Had  the  deficiency 
been  greater  and  a prosecution  taken  place,  the  interesting 
question  of  the  relative  liability  of  the  retailer  and  the  maker 
for  the  deficiency  might  have  emerged. 

Only  a very  small  number  of  milk  samples  failed  to  come 
up  to  the  recognised  3 per  cent,  of  fat,  and  for  the  most 
part  the  percentage  was  wrell  over  that  figure. 
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Regarding  graded  milks,  the  fat  content  was  in  almost  all 
•cases  up  to  standard,  but  the  bacteriological  findings  varied. 
In  all,  three  samples  of  certified  milk  were  examined.  They 
were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory,  the  number  of  organisms 
varying  from  320  to  1200  per  millilitre,  and  no  coli  bacilli 
were  found  in  any  sample. 

As  regards  grade  A (T.T.)  milk,  49  samples  were  examined 
and  of  these  only  seven  did  not  reach  the  standard  laid  down 
in  the  Order.  The  best  sample  contained  only  900  organisms 
per  millilitre,  while  the  worst  had  727,000  organisms  in  the 
millilitre  and,  in  addition,  coli  present  in  all  examinations. 
This  sample,  with  others  from  the  same  source,  gave  rise 
to  an  enquiry  and  warning  to  the  retailer  in  question. 

In  addition  16  samples  of  sweet  milk  were  examined 
bacteriologically.  They  compared  very  favourably  with  the 
graded  milks,  the  lowest  number  of  organisms  being  950  per 
millilitre  and  the  highest  26,000,  while  B.  coli  were  present 
in  only  two  samples. 

Reports  were  received  during  the  year  from  several  Local 
Authorities  regarding  the  cleanliness  of  milk  with  an  origin 
in  this  County  and  visits  of  inspection  were  at  once  made 
to  the  farms  in  question,  when  the  methods  of  milking  and 
other  matters  were  discussed  with  the  farmers.  Where  neces- 
sary, the  Veterinary  Inspector  examined  the  cows  with  a 
view  to  detecting  any  cases  of  mastitis. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  other  Local 
Authorities  regarding  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk 
samples.  On  receipt  of  such  a complaint,  the  Veterinary 
Inspector  paid  a visit  at  once  and  in  some  instances  was 
able  to  detect  the  offending  cow.  In  a number  of  in- 
stances, however,  biological  tests  alone  revealed  the  infected 
animal.  In  every  instance  the  whole  herd  was  put  through 
this  test  even  if  an  obvious  clinical  case  was  discovered. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT,  Ac.,  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

The  number  of  slaughterhouse  licences  issued  remains  the 
same  and  no  complaints  were  received  regarding  them  during 
the  year. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  report  fully  on  the  inspection  of 
meat  in  their  Annual  Reports. 
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D.  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 

Maternity  Service  and  Child  Welfare. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  during  the  year  which  call  for  special  com- 
ment. The  desirability  of  providing  clinic  facilities  in  East 
Kilpatrick  Parish  received  consideration  and  preliminary 
investigations  were  conducted  before  the  close  of  the  year.  The 
provision  of  new  clinic  and  creche  premises  in  Helensburgh 
was  also  considered.  Progress  with  both  of  these  proposals 
should  be  made  during  1937. 

The  statistical  records  called  for  by  the  Department  of 
Health’s  circular  of  27th  December,  1929,  follow  and  show 
little  change  from  previous  reports.

11.  Day  Nurseries,  Kindergartens,  and  Play  Centres.— The 
Day  Nursery  at  Helensburgh  was  carried  on  by  the  County 
Council  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  children 
attending  was  36,  of  whom  10  were  under  one  year  and  26 
over  one  year.  The  children  under  one  year  made  310  attend- 
ances, and  those  over  one  year  1099  attendances — a total  of 
1409.

16.  Maternity  Hospitals  or  Homes. — As  mentioned  in  last 
year's  report,  the  question  of  the  provision  of  a Maternity 
Hospital  was  under  consideration.  Whilst  no  definite  decision 
had  been  come  to  by  the  end  of  1936  a considerable  amount 
of  progress  had  been  made  towards  a satisfactory  solution  of 
the  many  difficulties  encountered.  Under  the  arrangement 
existing  with  the  Royal  Maternity  Hospital,  Glasgow,  57 
women  from  the  County  were  treated  in  the  Ante-natal  Wards 
of  this  Hospital,  while  notifications  were  received  for  107 
births  which  had  occurred  in  the  Labour  Wards.  The  condi-

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

Children  and  Young  Persons  (Scotland)  Acts, 

1908  to  11932. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Return  printed  below  that  the 
number  of  children  on  the  Infant  Protection  Register  at  15th 
May,  1936,  is  again  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  Generally 
speaking,  the  standard  of  homes  and  guardians  throughout 
the  County  is  high  and  very  little  administrative  action 
beyond  the  routine  supervision  of  the  Infant  Protection 
Visitors  is  required.  Careful  inquiries  are  made  before 
adoption  is  permitted,  and  in  the  course  of  the  year  adverse 
reports  were  received  regarding  several  applicants  and  in 
these  cases  sanction  was  refused.  There  would  appear  to  be 
an  increasing  tendency  towards  legal  adoption  of  infants 
within  the  County  and  this  procedure  is  certainly  preferable. 

The  Department  of  Health  call  for  an  Annual  Return 
regarding  proceedings  taken  in  this  connection,  and  the 
following  are  the  details  for  the  year  ending  15th  May, 
1936  : —

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Enteric  Fever. — A somewhat  formidable  total  of  70  notifi- 
cations does  not  quite  indicate  the  exact  position.  There 
were  50  notifications  in  connection  with  the  Kirkintilloch 
outbreak,  but,  as  is  explained  in  the  statement  below,  the 
total  number  of  genuine  paratyphoid  B cases  was  reduced  to 
37. 

There  was,  further,  at  an  earlier  period  in  the  year  a 
group  of  11  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  Woodilee  Mental 
Hospital,  due  to  a carrier  case. 

Of  the  remaining  9 cases,  3 were  typhoid,  1 paratyphoid  B 
and  3 patients  who  gave  a negative  blood  reaction  were 
finally  diagnosed  as  neither  typhoid  nor  paratyphoid  (1  was 
tuberculosis,  1 possibly  food  poisoning  and  1 not  diagnosed). 

Two  patients  who  appeared  to  be  clinically  typhoid  had  no 
blood  reaction  carried  out. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

Of  the  70  cases  notified  69  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Kirkintilloch  Outbreak. — On  1st  July  a case  of  para- 
typhoid fever  B was  notified  from  Broadstairs,  Kirkintilloch. 
This  case,  as  it  happened,  was  the  commencement  of  a some- 
what sharp  outbreak  which  extended  over  the  next  three 
weeks.  During  that  period  there  were  52  notifications  in 
Dunbartonshire,"  8 in  Stirlingshire  and  1 in  Lanarkshire. 
Of  the  52  notifications  in  Dunbartonshire,  37  were  eventually 
diagnosed  as  genuine  cases. 

As  regards  the  15  non-genuine  cases,  the  majority  were 
taken  into  Hospital  for  observation  or  because  they  gave  a 
positive  reaction  for  paratyphoid  B.  Two  of  the  cases  in 
this  group  gave  a reaction  for  typhoid  (H)  and  were  classified 
as  clinical  cases  of  that  disease.  Six  gave  a negative  or

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very  doubtful  reaction  and  were  diagnosed  as  other  condi- 
tions. Two  who  had  no  blood  examination  done  were 
obviously  not  paratyphoid.  One  gave  a reaction  due  to  previ- 
ous inoculation  and  regarding  the  remaining  4 who  gave 
positive  reactions  the  symptoms  shown  did  not  warrant  a 
diagnosis  of  this  disease. 

As  regards  dates  of  sickening  in  the  genuine  cases,  35 
gave  dates  between  6th  and  31st  July.  Of  the  2 other  cases 
1 was  a case  with  a very  indefinite  history  and  the  other  was 
an  undoubted  secondary  case. 

The  8 Stirlingshire  cases  were  scattered  over  a period  of 
three  weeks,  from  19th  July  till  15th  August,  and  although 
there  had  been  some  coming  and  going  between  these  patients 
and  persons  in  the  Burgh  of  Kirkintilloch,  it  was  not  possible 
to  trace  the  eicact  source  of  infection. 

The  Lanarkshire  case  was  even  more  difficult  to  associate 
with  the  Kirkintilloch  outbreak,  as,  apart  from  the  fact  that 
the  patient’s  sister  from  Kirkintilloch  had  assisted  in  nursing 
her  in  this  illness,  there  appeared  to  be  no  direct  contact. 

Immediately  it  was  realised  that  the  Burgh  of  Kirkin- 
tilloch was  faced  with  an  epidemic  of  paratyphoid,  steps  were 
taken  to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection.  This  proved  to 
be  extremely  difficult,  as,  after  the  milk  supplies  to  the  area 
and  also  food  supplies  and  commodities  such  as  ice-cream, 
aerated  waters,  cooked  foods  of  all  kinds  were  carefully 
investigated,  no  definite  result  was  obtained.  The  water 
supply  to  the  area  was  also  carefully  examined,  not  only  by 
the  County  Officials  but  also  by  Officials  from  the  Department 
of  Health  for  Scotland.  The  number  of  genuine  cases  of  the 
disease  seemed  very  few  for  a water  epidemic  and  the  evidence 
against  the  water  supply  was  not  entirely  convincing,  but 
certain  details  of  the  supply  were  not  considered  to  be  very 
satisfactory  and  steps  were  immediately  taken  by  the  Town 
Council  to  make  the  supply  safe. 

There  were  several  interesting  features  of  the  outbreak 
which  might  be  referred  to.  Practically  all  the  cases  were 
of  a mild  nature,  although  several  had  sharp  attacks.  Only 
1 death  occurred.  The  patient,  however,  did  not  really 
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succumb  to  paratyphoid  fever,  from  which  she  had  recovered, 
but  from  an  intercurrent  affection  in  no  way  associated. 

The  blood  reactions  were  somewhat  puzzling.  As  previously 
mentioned,  2 cases  gave  a reaction  to  typhoid  only  and  were 
not  included  in  the  paratyphoid  group.  As  regards  the  37 
genuine  cases,  25  gave  a reaction  for  paratyphoid  B only 
and  12  gave  a reaction  for  both  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  B. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 411  cases  were  notified  in  19-36  as  against 
427  cases  in  1935.  Of  these,  378  were  removed  to  Hospital. 
The  incidence  was  fairly  high  in  nearly  all  urban  or  semi- 
urban  areas,  90  occurring  in  Kirkintilloch,  78  in  the  West 
Kilpatrick  Parish,  77  in  the  Bonhill  area  and  42  in  Helens- 
burgh. The  type  was  generally  mild,  but  4 deaths  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. — There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases — 170  as  against  147  in  1935 — although  the  figure  was 
very  much  less  than  1934,  when  303  cases  were  notified. 
57  cases  occurred  in  Kirkintilloch,  as  against  46  in  the 
previous  year.  The  continued  prevalence  suggests  that 
attempts  might  be  made  to  introduce  protective  inoculation 
in  this  area. 

There  were  160  cases  removed  to  Hospital.  10  deaths 
occurred  during  the  year. 

Of  the  swabs  examined  in  the  Laboratory,  134  were  positive, 
33  were  negative  and  in  3 instances  no  swab  was  received. 

Erysipelas. — 58  cases  were  notified  and  15  were  taken  to 
Hospital  for  treatment.  There  were  49  cases  in  1935. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — 9 cases  of 
puerperal  fever  and  7 of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified 
during  1936,  as  against  10  and  11  respectively  in  1935. 
All  the  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  4 of  the  puerperal 
pyrexia  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  3,  as  against  4 in  1935. 

Primary  Pneumonia. — There  was  a large  increase  in  cases 
notified — 147  as  against  90  in  the  previous  year,  with  76 
removals  to  Hospital  as  against  38  in  1935. 

The  deaths  registered  as  being  due  to  this  cause  during 
the  year  were  56. 
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Influenzal  Pneumonia. — 13  cases  were  notiiied,  as  against 
22  in  the  previous  year;  5 cases  were  treated  in  Hospital. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  13  cases,  only  2 were 
from  Burghs.  There  were  no  cases  in  Kirkintilloch. 

The  influenzal  pneumonia  deaths  numbered  9. 

Cerebrospinal  Meningitis. — 4 cases  were  notified — 2 from 
Bonhill  Parish,  1 from  Helensburgh  and  1 from  Cumbernauld. 
The  death  of  one  of  these  cases  was  eventually  certified  as 
encephalitis  lethargica.  Two  other  cases  died  and  the  fourth 
was  in  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  this  disease,  the  extra  case  being 
a child  of  four  months  from  the  Old  Kilpatrick  Parish  who 
died  in  a Glasgow  Hospital,  having  been  diagnosed  there 
as  a case  of  this  disease. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 7 cases  were  notified  during 
1936,  the  same  number  as  last  year.  The  cases  were  mostly 
mild  and  no  interference  with  vision  was  caused.  One  case 
was  treated  in  Hospital. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — 2 cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Dysentery . — 13  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during 
1936 — 4 in  Kilmaronock,  1 in  Luss,  7 in  Duntocher  and  1 
in  Milngavie.  No  cause  could  be  discovered  for  the  4 cases  in 
the  Kilmaronock  area.  One  was  positive  for  Sonne,  one 
negative  and  the  other  two  were  not  examined.  They  were  all 
in  the  same  family.  The  case  in  Luss  was  positive  for  Sonne. 
The  case  in  Milngavie  was  positive  for  Sonne.  Of  the  7 cases 
in  Duntocher,  four  were  positive  for  Sonne,  three  were  nega- 
tive, but  they,  along  with  two  of  the  positive  cases,  were 
members  of  the  same  family. 

14  specimens  from  other  possible  patients,  nearly  all 
in  either  Duntocher  or  Bearsden,  were  found  to  be  negative. 

Infectious  Disease  at  Dairy  Farms. — During  1936  there 
were  only  five  occasions  on  which  infectious  disease  was  noti- 
fied from  a dairy  farm.  In  three  cases  the  disease  was 
diagnosed  as  scarlet  fever  and  in  the  remaining  two  diph- 
theria. 

As  regards  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  no  extension  of  the 
disease  to  customers  could  be  traced. 
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In  connection  with  one  of  the  diphtheria  cases,  however, 
certain  cases  occurred  amongst  customers — there  were  in  all 
8 cases — and  the  following  Report  was  submitted  to  the  Public- 
Health  Committee  : — 

“ Report  on  Outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  Cove  and 
Kilcreggan. 

“It  is  my  duty  under  Section  18  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Scotland)  Act,  1914,  to  report  to  the  Committee 
regarding  a slight  outbreak  of  diphtheria  which  has 
occurred  in  the  Burgh  of  Cove  and  Kilcreggan. 

“ The  history  of  the  outbreak  is  that  a lady  residing 
in  the  Burgh  had  a slight  sore  throat  on  3rd  July  and 
on  6th  July  she  went  to  Edinburgh  for  a day  or  two. 
This  case  was  not  notified  to  me  until  loth  July,  when 
the  patient  was  removed  to  hospital.  Following  on  this, 
on  17th  July  a mother  and  child  (visitors  to  Cove)  were 
notified  as  suffering  from  diphtheria.  Two  further  cases 
were  notified  on  the  23rd,  one  case  on  the  24th,  one  case 
on  the  25th,  one  case  on  the  29th  and  one  case  on  the 
30th. 

“ As  all  the  patients  who  were  being  notified,  with  the 
exception  of  two,  appeared  to  get  their  milk  supply  from 
the  same  farm,  Dr.  Reid,  who  in  my  absence  was  on  duty 
at  the  time,  inspected  the  farm  and  took  swabs.  One 
person  on  the  farm  showed  organisms  which  appeared 
to  be  somewhat  similar  to  diphtheria  and  she  was  removed 
to  hospital  for  observation.  Of  the  patients  who  did 
not  get  milk  from  this  particular  farm  one  was  a man 
who  only  stayed  one  night  in  the  Burgh  and  his  case 
was  undoubtedly  not  connected  with  the  other  cases.  He 
is,  I understand,  now  in  hospital  in  Islington.  The 
second  case  was  that  of  a servant  who,  although  she  did 
not  drink  milk  from  the  farm  referred  to  at  the  house 
of  her  employer,  had  been  at  home  for  a week-end  and 
it  was  ascertained  that  that  family  obtained  their  milk 
from  the  suspected  farm.  The  worker  at  the  farm  was 
removed  to  hospital  for  observation  on  the  24th  July, 
but,  as  the  incubation  period  has  not  yet  expired,  further 
cases  may  occur. 
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I paid  a personal  visit  to  the  farm  on  the  28th  and 
went  carefully  into  all  the  circumstances  of  the  infections 
and  I am  satisfied  that  everything  possible  has  been  done 
to  limit  the  outbreak. 

As  Mr.  M'Dougall,  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  accom- 
panied Dr.  Reid  and  examined  the  cows,  I have  asked 
him  to  supply  the  County  Clerk  with  a certificate  regard- 
ing their  condition,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Act.

Infectious  Disease  in  Children’ s Homes,  &c.. — During  1936 
there  were  50  cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  from  vari- 
ous institutions  within  the  County,  of  whom  35  were  removed 
to  Hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment. 

The  following  shows  the  diseases  dealt  with  : enteric  fever, 
11;  scarlet  fever,  8;  diphtheria,  10;  erysipelas,  3;  measles,  8; 
german  measles,  6;  mumps,  2;  chickenpox,  1;  pneumonia,  1. 

The  institutions  most  affected  were  Woodilee  Mental 
Hospital  (15  cases),  Royal  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  at 
Drumchapel  (25  cases)  and  Hillfoot  Holiday  School  (6  cases). 

There  were  also  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  two  hotels 
and  both  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

Ships  in  the  Gareloch. — 2 cases  of  measles  occurred  on  ships 
laid  up  in  the  loch.  Both  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  Houseboats. — No  cases  of  infectious 
disease  from  such  places  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Closure  of  Schools. — It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close 
any  of  the  schools  during  the  year. 

Smallpox. — No  case  of  smallpox  occurred  in  the  County 
during  1936  and  no  inquiries  were  made  regarding  contacts. 
The  question  of  smallpox  accommodation  was  not  further 
discussed. 
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Vaccination. — During  the  year  declarations  of  con-

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This  figure  is  a considerable  reduction  from  that  of  last 
year  but  still  represents  a percentage  of  57.1  on  the  mean 
of  the  number  of  births  registered  within  the  County  during 
the  years  1935  and  1936. 

The  findings  of  the  School  Medical  Officers  indicate  that 
the  average  percentage  of  unvaccinated  children  seen  during 
routine  examinations  in  the  session  1935-36  was  58.2,  a 
decrease  of  0.6  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
session.  Entrants  still  show  the  greatest  proportion  of  unpro- 
tected children  although  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  average 
for  the  entire  County  in  this  group  fell  by  2.4  per  cent,  from 
the  figure  for  the  session  1934-1935.  The  Vale  of  Leven 
School  Management  area  has  the  highest  total  average,  65.7 
per  cent,  and  New  Kilpatrick  area  the  lowest,  36.1  per  cent., 
of  unvaccinated  children.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Report  on  County  Cases  and  Treatment. 

At  the  end  of  1936  the  number  of  cases  on  the  roll  was 
471.  These  cases  were  distributed  as  follows: — 

212  Pulmonary  cases. 

259  Non-pulmonary  cases. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — 70  cases  (39  males  and  31 
females)  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  during  1936. 
Of  these  70  cases,  8 patients  had  no  sputum.  In  an  addi- 
tional 8 cases,  no  sputum  was,  for  various  reasons,  obtain- 
able, and  of  the  remaining  54  specimens  examined,  tubercle 
bacilli  were  found  in  33.  The  age  distribution  of  the  cases 
was  as  follows  : —

The  pulmonary  cases  notified  this  year  are  10  in  excess 
of  those  notified  last  year,  there  being  60  cases  during  11935 
as  against  70  this  year.  The  increase  is  most  marked  in  the 
35-45  age  group  which  shows  an  increase  of  7 cases  over 
the  corresponding  group  last  year. 

1 patient  notified  as  having  pulmonary  tuberculosis  died 
and  was  certified  as  having  died  from  a non-pulmonary 
tuberculous  condition;  this  death  is  therefore  included  in 
the  table  referring  to  non-pulmonary  deaths. 

Another  patient  who  was  resident  for  a short  period  only 
in  this  area  died,  and  the  death  was  transferred  to  the 
proper  authority. 
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It  should  be  noted  that  the  above  total  of  70  cases  includes 
5 patients  from  the  sanatorium  of  Woodilee  Mental  Hos- 
pital. All  of  these  cases  died  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
but  for  statistical  purposes  the  deaths  are  transferred  to 
other  Local  Authorities  and  are  not  included  in  the  under- 
noted table.  Of  those  who  died  within  the  year  the  average 
period  of  survival  after  notification  was  8.08  weeks  and  the 
duration  of  life  after  notification  is  shown  in  the  following 
table  : —

Of  the  5 cases  found  in  the  Death  Returns,  3 were  inmates 
of  Larbert  Asylum  and  the  duration  of  illness  in  one  of 
these  cases  was  several  years.  Of  the  remaining  deaths  in 
this  institution,  it  was  ascertained  that  1 patient  had  been 
ill  for  about  two  months,  but  there  is  no  information  regard- 
ing the  other.  Of  the  two  remaining  cases  found  in  the 
Death  Returns,  1 had  been  under  observation  in  Glasgow 
Western  Infirmary  for  about  2 years.  The  other  had  had 
treatment  in  a Glasgow  sanatorium  some  years  previously — 
had  removed  into  our  area,  taking  up  her  abode  in  the 
country  and  had  not  sought  medical  aid. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  is  a decrease  in  the 
total  pulmonary  deaths  for  the  year — 32  as  against  40  during 
1935,  but  there  is  still  cause  for  regret  that  31  per  cent, 
of  these  deaths,  i.e.,  10  cases,  were  patients  notified  during 
the  year  or  discovered  in  the  death  returns. 

N on-pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — During  the  year  under 
review,  37  cases  (11  males  and  26  females)  came  to  the  notice 
of  the  Medical  Officer.  These  cases  may  be  conveniently

There  is  a definite  drop  in  the  notifications  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  there  being  49  cases  notified  during 
the  year  1935  as  against  37  this  year. 

1 patient  notified  as  having  pulmonary  tuberculosis  died 
and  death  was  attributed  to  a non-pulmonary  condition. 
This  death  is  therefore  included  in  the  table  below. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  a patient  notified  from  Woodilee 
Mental  Hospital  as  suffering  from  cervical  and  mesenteric 
glands,  died  and  death  was  certified  as  being  due  to  “ dis- 
seminated tuberculosis;  congenital  debility  ” and  therefore 
included  in  the  pulmonary  group.  This  death  is  not,  of 
course,  included  in  the  table  of  deaths  since  it  was  trans- 
ferred out.  The  average  period  of  survival  including  the 
2 cases  found  in  the  death  returns  was  2.02  weeks.

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The  causes  of  death  in  the  8 cases  noted  above,  which 
were  notified  and  died  during  the  current  year  are  as 
follows : Tuberculous  meningitis,  5 ; miliary  tuberculosis, 
tuberculous  meningitis,  1 ; marasmus,  tuberculous  menin- 
gitis, ll ; acute  miliary  tuberculosis,  1. 

The  total  non-pulmonary  deaths  for  the  year  show  a 
decrease  of  3 as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  there 
being  8 non-pulmonary  deaths  as  against  11  non-pulmonary 
deaths  in  1935.  All  of  the  8 patients  who  died  were  notified 
for  the  first  time  during  this  year,  and  in  7 of  these  cases 
meningitis  was  the  fatal  termination. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  which  has  remained  somewhat 
steady  for  the  previous  four  years — there  being  13  in  1932; 
11  in  1933;  12  in  1934  and  ill  in  1935 — is  considerably 
reduced  this  year,  the  total  number  of  deaths  being  8. 

Sanatorium  Treatment.—  During  the  year  there  were  137 
patients  treated  in  sanatoria,  111  of  whom  had  treatment  in 
more  than  one  institution.  The  following  table  gives  the

There  has  been  a further  reduction  in  the  total  number 
of  patients  receiving  domiciliary  treatment  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year,  and  the  total  number  of  months  for  which 
these  extras  were  supplied  has  also  been  reduced. 

Drugs- — Drugs  were  given  at  an  approximate  cost  of 
£15  16s.  8d.  These  are  chiefly  prescribed  by  the  family  prac- 
titioners in  charge  of  home  cases,  and  include  also  dressings. 

Dispensary  Treatment. — There  was  no  change  to  record  in 
the  equipment  of  clinics  during  the  year,  and  dispensary 
treatment  at  these  centres  was  carried  on  as  previously. 

Pneumothorax-  Treatment. — The  arrangements  which  have 
been  in  operation  for  several  years  continue  quite  satis- 
factorily. 

X-ray  Examinations. — During  1936,  193  X-ray  examina- 
tions were  carried  out,  153  for  pulmonary  and  40  for  non- 
pulmonary  conditions  (143  of  these  examinations  were  carried 
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out  by  the  portable  X-ray  unit).  75  of  the  pulmonary  condi- 
tions gave  positive  and  78  negative  results.  Of  the  40  non- 
pulmonary  conditions,  19  gave  positive,  and  21  negative 
results.

TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  position  as  regards  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  would 
appear  to  have  become  more  or  less  stationary  during  the 
past  five  years.  The  number  of  new  attendances  at  Out- 
Patient  Clinics  still  indicates  that  these  facilities  are  being 
utilised,  while  the  proportionate  number  of  attendances  made 
suggests  that  patients  are  continuing  the  rather  prolonged 
treatment  with  less  default  than  previously.  The  number  of 
admissions  as  in-patients  remains  small. 

During  1936  travelling  expenses  were  paid  to  34  patients 
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at  a total  cost  of  £46  8s.  2d.  Specimens  examined  in  the 
Glasgow  Corporation  Laboratories  numbered  67.  Of  65  bloods 
tested  for  Wasserman  reaction,  12  were  positive  and  43 
negative,  while  12  specimens  of  exudate  examined  for  the 
presence  of  gonococci  were  all  found  to  be  negative.  Arseno- 
benzine  preparations  were  supplied  to  three  general  practi- 
tioners for  the  treatment  of  patients  at  home.  The  total 
doses  provided  was  32,  consisting  of —

and  the  cost  of  these  drugs  was  £3  7s.

..  In  course  of  the  year  the  outbreak  of  paratyphoid  fever 
m Kirkintilloch  threw  a very  heavy  strain  on  the  resources 
ol  the  Laboratory  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  blood 
examinations  required  to  be  made.  Other  specimens  were 
also  numerous,  resulting  in  a total  of  2311  examinations. 
The  total  value  of  the  work  done,  at  general  laboratory  rates, 
is  about  £300 ; the  specimens  examined  from  County  sources,’ 
lepresenting  about  £237,  and  those  received  from  outside 
Authorities,  £63.  The  actual  expenditure  on  supplies  for 
the  running  of  the  Laboratory  during  the  year  was  £28. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT  OF  THE  SICK  POOR. 

No  changes  occurred  in  the  personnel  of  the  District  Medical 
Officers  during  the  year  and  no  alterations  were  made  in  the 
arrangements  previously  in  operation.

HOSPITAL  AND  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Infectious  Disease  Hospitals. 

lhe  only  matter  common  to  all  hospitals  during  1936  was 
the  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  staff.  This  appears  to 
apply  generally  to  small  hospitals  all  over  Scotland  and  the 
remedy  is  not  easy  to  find.  It  has  been  said  that  the  dearth 
of  applicants  is  due  to  the  strictness  with  which  rules  and 
regulations  are  carried  out  in  hospitals,  but  there  must  be 
strict  discipline  otherwise  the  administration  is  certain  to 
break  down.  Contributing  causes  are  supposed  to  be  over- 
work and  long  hours,  coupled  with  the  distance  some  of  these 
hospitals  are  from  centres  of  population,  and  no  doubt  at 
times  there  are  periods  of  stress,  but,  taken  over  a year,  the 
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average  number  of  patients  per  nurse  in  small  fever  hospitals 
is  not  excessive,  and  routine  work,  though  sometimes  irksome, 
is  not  hard  and  off-duty  time  seems  to  be  adequate. 

Helensburgh  Hospital. 

There  is  nothing  of  special  interest  regarding  this  hospital. 
Certain  repairs  were  carried  out  and,  although  the  buildings 
are  not  ideal  for  the  purpose,  the  treatment  and  nursing  of 
cases  of  infectious  disease  has  been  carried  out  efficiently. 
The  number  of  cases  admitted  was  considerably  in  excess  of 
the  previous  year.  The  full  details  of  admissions  and  dis- 
charges are  stated  below.

Duntocher  Hospital. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  this  hospital  during 
1936  was  very  considerably  in  excess  of  the  number  in  the 
previous  year,  while  on  the  other  hand  the  average  stay  of 
patients  in  hospital  was  somewhat  less.  This,  of  course, 
depends  to  a large  extent  on  the  type  of  patient  admitted, 
scarlet  fever  cases  having  a,  long  convalescence  while  some  of 
the  other  infections  are  kept  in  hospital  for  a much  shorter 
period.  As  will  be  seen,  the  highest  number  of  patients  (51) 
was  accommodated  in  December,  while  in  June  there  were  only 
5 patients  in  hospital.

Lennox  Fever  Hospital.

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Dumbarton  Joint  Hospital. 

This  hospital  is  administered  jointly  by  the  County  Council 
and  the  Town  Council  of  Dumbarton. 

During  1936  there  were  68  more  cases  admitted  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and,  as  at  the  same  time  there  was  trouble 
regarding  mixed  and  cross  infections,  there  was  a little  diffi- 
culty  in  finding  beds  for  all  the  cases  requiring  treatment. 
Fortunately  the  County  hospitals  were  able  to  assist  in  some 
measure  by  admitting  cases  where  difficulty  arose.

Htltnsburgh  Hospital. — During  the  year  193d  Helensburgh 
Hospital  admitted  the  following  patients  from  the  County 
Landward  area  who  should  have  gone  to  Dumbarton  Joint 
Hospital  had  accommodation  been  available  : Primary  pneu- 
monia, 4;  erysipelas,  1;  diphtheria,  6;  cerebrospinal  fever, 
1;  measles,  1 ; influenzal  pneumonia,  1 ; influenza,  1. 

Further,  there  were  admitted  2 cases  of  primary  pneumonia 
and  1 case  of  measles  from  the  area  served  by  Duntocher 
Hospital. 

In  addition,  the  following  patients  who  should  have  gone 
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to  Dumbarton  Joint  Hospital  were  admitted  from  the  Burgh 
of  Dumbarton  : Pneumonia,  3 ; scarlet  fever  and  chickenpox, 
1 ; tuberculosis,  1 ; making  a grand  total  of  23. 

Duntocher  Hospital. — This  hospital  admitted  during  the 
year  no  fewer  than  26  patients  from  the  Burgh  of  Kirkintil- 
loch and  the  Parishes  of  Cumbernauld  and  Kirkintilloch,  who 
should,  properly  speaking,  have  been  admitted  to  Lennox 
Hospital  had  accommodation  been  available.  The  cases  were 
primary  pneumonia,  6 ; enteric  fever,  1 ; scarlet  fever,  6 ; 
erysipelas,  2;  diphtheria,  11. 

Further,  the  following  patients  were  also  admitted  : — 

From  the  Dumbai’ton  Joint  Hospital  aiea  : measles,  1 ; from 
the  Helensburgh  Hospital  area  : measles,  1 ; from  Clydebank 
Burgh  : measles  and  pneumonia,  2 ; and  from  Dumbarton 
Burgh  : diphtheria,  1. 

Lennox  Hospital. — This  hospital  admitted  2 cases  of  scarlet 
fever  from  the  Duntocher  Hospital  area. 

This  shows  that  there  was  very  considerable  co-ordination 
between  the  hospitals  so  as  to  use  the  accommodation  to  best 
advantage. 


GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  a General  Hospital  to 
supplement  the  existing  hospital  accommodation  in  Glasgow 
and  the  County  was  further  gone  into  and  a Joint  Committee 
representing  the  County  of  Dunbarton,  the  Royal  Burgh  of 
Dumbarton  and  the  Burgh  of  Clydebank  agreed  that  the  pro- 
vision of  such  a hospital  was  desirable  and  that,  further,  the 
erection  of  an  up-to-date  Joint  Fever  Hospital  for  the  County 
should  be  considered. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICES. 

While  the  ambulance  services  for  the  County  Fever  Hospitals 
were  generally  satisfactory,  there  arose  certain  difficulties 
regarding  the  use  of  Dumbarton  Joint  Hospital  ambulance. 
This  has  necessitated  the  use  of  Duntocher  Hospital  ambulance 
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to  remove  Helensburgh  patients  to  hospital  in  Helensburgh 
and  County  patients  in  the  Western  area  to  other  hospitals 
except  Dumbarton  Joint  Hospital. 

As  regards  ambulances  for  the  use  of  non-infectious  cases, 
no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  the  use  of  privately 
owned  vehicles  during  the  year,  and  considerable  use  was  made 
of  such  ambulances  in  connection  with  the  Maternity  Services. 


ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  TREATMENT. 

The  work  of  the  Ultra-Violet  Ray  Clinics  has  been  carried 
on  satisfactorily.  Patients  suffering  from  rickets,  malnutri- 
tion or  debility  derived  most  benefit  from  this  treatment. 
There  were  in  all  61  children  suffering  from  such  conditions 
treated  and  of  these  49  showed  much  improvement. 

There  were  also  a number  of  tuberculous  patients  treated 
with  favourable  result.  The  actual  details  are  set  forth  in  the

SUPPLY  OF  INSULIN  IN  DIABETIC  CASES. 

Sixteen  patients  were  provided  with  insulin  under  the 
County  Scheme  during  the  year.  The  quantity  supplied 
amounted  to  129,200  units  and  the  approximate  cost  was  £32. 
In  2 of  these  cases  patients  are  charged  the  net  cost  of  the 
insulin  which,  between  them,  amounts  to  about  £8  in  the  year. 

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT.

These  figures  are  compiled  by  the  representative  of  the  Glas- 
gow and  West  of  Scotland  Mission  to  the  Outdoor  Blind  who 
works  in  close  collaboration  with  this  Department.  From 
the  return  it  will  be  seen  that  two  girls  under  sixteen  years 
of  age  are  being  taught  in  a school  for  the  blind  and  three 
young  women  are  undergoing  secondary  or  professional  educa- 
tion. Three  males  over  sixteen  years  of  age  are  receiving 
industrial  training  in  the  Royal  Glasgow  Asylum  for  the 
Blind. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  that  during  the  year  the  young 
man  referred  to  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  as  receiving  pro- 
fessional education  completed  his  training  as  a minister  and 
was  ordained  and  inducted  to  a charge  in  Stirlingshire.  In 
the  course  of  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  for  one  young 
man  to  discontinue  his  course  of  training  in  the  Royal  Glasgow 
Asylum  for  the  Blind. 

During  the  year  15  certificates  entitling  blind  persons  to 
free  wireless  licences  were  issued  and  11  travelling  passes  were 
renewed . 

One  blind  person,  a female,  from  the  Vale  of  Leven  District 
Council  area,  and  a male  from  the  Burgh  of  Clydebank  were 
in  residence  in  Townend  Hospital,  Dumbarton,  at  31st 
December,  1936.

In  accordance  with  instructions  laid  down  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report 
for  year  ended  31st  December,  1936. 


GENERAL  SANITATION. 
WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Although  the  question  of  public  water  supplies  comes  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  County  Engineer,  it  is  a service  so 
closely  linked  up  with  public  health  administration  that 
reference  should  be  made  to  the  question  in  this  part  of  my 
report.  As  recorded  in  my  previous  report,  existing  Special 
Water  Districts  are  being  extended  to  take  in  greater  areas, 
involving  the  formation  of  new  reservoirs,  laying  of  new 
water  mains,  &c.  At  the  present  time  a pipe  is  being  laid 
from  Glen  Finlas  to  serve  the  Kilmaronock  Parish  with  a 
water  supply,  and  a new  reservoir  is  being  constructed  in 
Glen  Fruin  to  supply  the  Clynder  and  Rosneath  areas,  while 
at  Arrochar  a storage  tank  is  in  course  of  construction  and 
mains  are  being  laid  to  supply  the  village.

DRAINAGE  SYSTEM  (EFFICIENCY). 

The  recently  installed  Main  Drainage  System  within  the 
Renton  and  Vale  of  Leven  District  has  resulted  in  a marked 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  River  Leven.  Although 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  County  Engineer,  samples  of 
the  effluent  are  taken  from  time  to  time  for  analysis  and 
satisfactory  results  are  being  obtained.  A fuller  use  will, 
in  future,  be  made  of  the  Works,  due  to  the  fact  that  an 
improvement  scheme  for  the  introduction  of  325  water-closets 
into  houses  has  commenced  at  the  Jamestown  Terraces  and 
Bonhill.  This  scheme  includes  the  abolition  of  privies  and 
ashpits  and  the  introduction  of  aslibin  accommodation.  The 
outcome  of  the  negotiations  between  the  County  Council  and 
the  owners  has  proved  satisfactory  as,  generally  speaking, 
the  scheme  includes  the  provision  of  water-closets  for  each 
tenant  provided  in  such  a way  that  the  tenant  has  access  to 
the  apartment  from  within  the  house. 
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The  County  Council  have  also  agreed  to  form  a Special 
Drainage  District  in  the  village  of  Arrochar  and  considera- 
tion is  also  being  given  to  the  possibility  of  forming  a 
drainage  district  at  Cardross. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  Main  Drainage  Scheme 
within  the  village  of  Luss  is  also  being  improved  and  a start 
has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  introduction  of  water- 
closet  accommodation  into  houses  in  Luss  Village.  The 
scheme  as  launched  shows  that  all  the  houses  in  the  village 
will  be  equipped  with  a modern  convenience. 

At  Rhu  the  Main  Drainage  System  is  being  extended  to 
make  provision  for  new  houses  being  constructed. 

SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

As  already  pointed  out,  the  only  Sewage  Purification  Works 
under  the  control  of  the  Local  Authority  are  situated  at 
Dalmoak,  Dumbarton,  and  Fisherwood,  Balloch.  The  ques- 
tion of  the  advisability  of  continuing  the  system  at  Balloch 
is  at  present  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Local  Authority. 
Outwith  Special  Drainage  areas  the  sewage,  generally  speak- 
ing, is  treated  by  means  of  septic  tanks. 

RIVERS  POLLUTION. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  32  samples  were  taken  for 
examination  in  connection  with  rivers  pollution. 

SCAVENGING  (METHODS  AND  EFFICIENCY). 

There  is  always  a tendency  for  an  Inspector  to  repeat  year 
after  year  the  details  relating  to  the  work  within  Special 
Scavenging  Districts.  I make  no  apology  for  doing  so,  how- 
ever, because,  in  my  opinion,  public  cleansing — always  looked 
upon  as  the  “ Cinderella  ” of  Local  Government — is  one  of 
the  most  important  weapons  in  the  hands  of  a Local  Authority 
to  preserve  the  health  of  the  community.  Show  the  ratepayers 
in  any  district,  either  urban  or  rural,  that  your  cleansing 
service  is  a progressive  one,  that  the  men  working  in  the 
department  and  the  officials  controlling  the  department  know 
their  job,  and  the  public  will  respond. 
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We  have,  undoubtedly,  a few  irresponsible  people  who  still 
continue  to  litter  the  streets  and  the  countryside  generally, 
but,  in  my  opinion,  they  are  very  few.  There  has  been  a 
marked  improvement  in  this  direction  within  recent  years 
and  I am  optimistic  enough  to  think  that  this  improvement 
will  continue. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  my  efforts  with  regard  to  the 
formation  of  a Scavenging  District  at  Arrochar  and  Tarbet 
have  been  successful.  The  County  Council  agreed  to  the 
formation  of  such  a district  and  the  control  of  public  cleans- 
ing within  this  district  comes  into  operation  on  16th  May, 
1937.  An  appeal  is  being  made  to  all  the  occupiers  of  houses 
within  this  district  to  co-operate  with  the  Local  Authority  in 
this  effort,  and  I feel  sure  that  the  results  will  show  a benefit 
to  themselves  from  a public  health  point  of  view,  and  they 
will  also  be  satisfied  with  the  knowledge  that  they  are  doing 
their  best  to  preserve  the  amenity  of  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
districts  in  Scotland. 

Success  in  one  part  urges  one  on  to  succeed  in  another,  and 
I trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  villages  of 
Shandon,  Clynder,  Rosneath  and  Luss  will  be  able  to  boast 
of  a public  cleansing  service.

The  average  number  of  miles  travelled  per  gallon  was  7.67 
miles. 

The  new  dustless  loading  type  of  vehicle  recently  intro- 
duced in  this  district  continues  to  give  satisfaction,  and 
in  this  connection  I pay  tribute  to  manufacturers  generally 
for  producing  a very  suitable  type  of  body  for  refuse 
collection. 

I recently  presented  a report  to  the  District  Council  in  connec* 
tion  with  the  question  of  street  washing  and  as  a result  I have 
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been  granted  facilities  to  carry  out  a system  of  channel  wash- 
ing within  the  Vale  of  Leven  and  Renton  Districts. 

The  gritting  and  salting  of  road  surfaces  and  the  removal 
of  snow  forms  an  important  part  of  the  work  of  a Local 
Authority.  This  work  in  the  past  was  principally  carried 
out  by  the  Road  Department  with  some  assistance  from  the 
Cleansing  Department.  After  considering  the  whole  position 
the  County  Council  agreed  that  as  far  as  the  Vale  of  Leven 
and  Renton  was  concerned  this  work  should  fall  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  Cleansing  Department  solely,  and  in  order 
to  carry  out  the  work  in  a satisfactory  manner  they 
authorised  me  to  acquire  a gritting  machine  and  six  hand- 
barrows  for  gritting  or  salting  purposes.  These  were  all  in 
service  during  last  winter  and  proved  very  helpful  to  the 
Department.

Cardross,  Rhu,  Craigendoran , and  Garelochhead. — These 
are  small  scavenging  districts  where  the  cleansing  is  carried 
out  by  means  of  private  contract  and  under  conditions  laid 
down  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  system  of  disposal  in  each 
district  is  land  reclamation,  and,  generally  speaking,  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  contract  are  fulfilled. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  public  conveniences  within  the  district  are  situated  at 
Balloch,  Bonhill,  Alexandria,  Cardross,  Rhu,  Garelochhead, 
Arrochar,  Tarbet  and  Luss.  In  my  last  report  I made  special 
reference  to  the  wilful  damage  being  done  to  cash  fixtures, 
but  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  a slight 
improvement  during  the  year  in  this  direction.

SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  progress  is  being  made  in 
connection  with  the  introduction  of  water-closet  accommoda- 
tion to  the  houses  in  Levenbank,  Milton,  and  Napierston 
Terraces,  Jamestown;  Haldane  Terrace,  Mill  of  Haldane; 
and  Dillichip  Terrace,  Bonhill.  During  the  year  the  owners 
submitted  proposals  to  the  Local  Authority  showing  a scheme 
of  introducing  water-closets,  adopting,  as  a general  prin- 
ciple, the  provision  of  such  convenience  for  every  house  with 
the  exception  of  attic  houses  in  Milton  Terrace.  The  question 
of  providing  such  accommodation  for  these  attics  proved  to 
them  a problem  not  very  easy  to  solve.  As  a preliminary 
measure,  however,  and  taking  the  view  that  due  to  the 
operation  of  the  1935  Housing  Act  relating  to  overcrowding, 
these  attic  apartments  at  a later  date  might  form  a part  of  the  mid- 
flat houses,  they  are  providing  a water-closet  in  such  a position  that 
it  may  be  used  mutually  at  present  between  the  attic  and 
the  mid-flat  tenant.  All  the  other  householders  are  having 
a water-closet  for  their  own  use  and  this  has  been  brought 
about  by  converting  the  adjacent  coal-cellar  into  two  water- 
closet  apartments  with  admission  thereto  from  the  scullery 
apartments  of  the  ground-floor  houses.  In  the  upper  floor 
houses  a portion  of  the  scullery  apartment  is  being  partir 
tioned  ofl  and  a water-closet  introduced.  The  front  walls 
of  the  ashpits  are  being  removed  and  the  remaining  portions

The  management  and  maintenance  of 
school  buildings  comes  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Architect  and  his  staff,  and  the  premises  are  well  maintained 
and  looked  after.

The  burial  grounds  are,  generally  speaking,  well  main- 
tained. At  Millburn  Burial  Ground,  Renton,  arrangements 
for  interments  continued  to  be  carried  out  under  the  super- 
vision of  a representative  from  this  department. 

BUILDING  BYE-LAWS. 

Table  No.  XXIII  shows  the  number  of  plans  passed  during 
the  year.  It  will  be  observed  that  there  were  106  plans  sub- 
mitted and  approved  of  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  Table 
also  shows  the  types  of  buildings  erected.  In  view  of  the 
operation  of  the  Town  Planning  Act  and  the  Ribbon  Develop- 
ment Act  parties  responsible  for  the  submission  of  plans  for 
approval  have  now  not  only  Public  Health  Authorities  to 
satisfy  as  far  as  the  buildings  are  concerned,  but  they  have 
also  to  comply  with  restrictions  laid  down  by  the  Town 
Planning  Authority  and  the  Highways  Authority.  All  the 
officials  concerned,  however,  co-operate  one  with  another  and 
endeavour  to  simplify  procedure  with  the  applicants. 

LIGHTING. 

There  are  three  Special  Lighting  Districts  within  the  area, 
viz.,  Vale  of  Leven,  Renton  and  Cardross. 

The  question  of  public  lighting  is  another  branch  of  the 
service  that  has  assumed  greater  importance  within  recent 
years.  The  increase  in  road  transport,  particularly  where 
trunk  roads  run  through  populous  areas,  has  had  an 
important  bearing  in  focussing  the  attention  of  Central 
Authorities  and  the  ratepayers  generally  on  this  subject. 

As  the  official  responsible  for  public  lighting  in  Vale  of 
Leven  and  Renton  Districts,  I have  always  endeavoured  to 
move  with  the  times,  and  I have  been  assisted  in  this  direction 
by  having  the  support  of  a Committee  who  are  firmly  con- 
vinced that  the  efficient  and  effectual  lighting  scheme  is  not

HOUSING  OF  SEASONAL  WORKERS. 

Potato  diggers  are  the  only  seasonal  workers  engaged  in  this 
district.  Almost  invariably  squads  include  men,  women, 
boys,  and  girls.  One  usually  finds  the  squads  in  charge  of 
men  who  have  had  experience  in  working  in  Dunbartonshire 
for  a number  of  years,  and  this  fact  greatly  assists  the 
Authorities,  as  the  men  are  acquainted  with  the  Bye-laws  and 
Regulations  laid  down  by  the  Authority.  Farmers  and 
merchants  also  are  now  much  more  familiar  with  the  regula- 
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tions  and,  generally  speaking,  endeavour  to  assist  the  officials 
as  far  as  possible.  I would  take  this  opportunity,  however, 
of  issuing  a note  of  warning  on  one  point  only,  and  that 
is  that  greater  regard  should  be  paid  to  taking  precautions 
against  fire.  I realise  that  it  is  very  difficult  for  farmers  to 
control  the  individuals  as  far  as  naked  lights  in  their  sleeping 
apartments  are  concerned,  but  I want  them  to  realise  that 
there  is  a positive  danger  to  life  and  property  due  to  care- 
lessness in  this  connection.  I would  appeal  to  each  farmer 
to  make  it  his  business,  while  the  potato  squad  is  living  in 
his  premises,  to  take  such  action  as  will  ensure  that,  as 
far  as  he  personally  is  concerned,  he  has  done  everything  in 
his  power  to  assist  in  this  direction.  This  he  could  do  if 
he  takes  the  following  precautions : — 

(1)  prevent  the  use  of  naked  lights  in  the  sleeping  apart- 
ments ; 

(2)  provide  buckets  filled  with  sand  and  wet  blankets  in 
the  sleeping  apartments; 

(3)  satisfy  himself  that  the  emergency  exit  door  can  be 

readily  opened,  and  that  stairs  or  steps  are  placed 
leading  therefrom ; 

(4)  abolish  the  open  fire  in  the  middle  of  a cartshed  and 
only  permit  the  use  of  a properly  constructed  fireplace 
with  chimney. 

The  foregoing  precautions  are  simple  but  very  effective, 
and  if  attention  is  paid  to  them  life  and  property  may  be 
saved  from  destruction. 

Potato  diggers  were  housed  on  18  farms  throughout  the 
district  during  the  year  and  the  number  of  workers  housed 
was  379 — 194  males  and  185  females.  The  length  of  stay 
at  each  farm  was  anything  from  14  to  21  days.  154  inspec- 
tions were  made  regarding  the  housing  of  seasonal  workers. 


TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS  AND  HOUSEBOATS. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. — The  inspection  of  tents,  vans  and 
sheds  occupied  a good  deal  of  the  Inspectors’  time  during  the 
summer  months.  The  time  is  not  wasted,  however,  as  good 
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and  helpful  advice  relating  to  the  right  and  wrong  way  of 
conducting  a camp  is  imparted  to  the  campers.  On  the 
whole,  campers  do  not  resent  a visit  from  the  Inspector, 
In  point  of  fact,  they  rather  welcome  some  form  of  super- 
vision as  it  tends  to  raise  the  general  standard  of  cleanli- 
ness in  connection  with  camping  grounds. 

There  are  always  one  or  two  new  entrants  to  camp  life  and 
these  people  during  their  first  term  are  inclined  to  be  care- 
less and  indifferent,  but  as  time  goes  on  they  improve  and 
fall  into  line  with  the  more  experienced  camper. 

During  the  year  376  male  adults  and  269  female  adults  and 
197  children  were  camping  within  the  district.  They  were 
housed  in  109  cottage  tents,  43  bell  tents,  42  bivouacs,  10 
trailer  caravans,  20  sheds,  8 marquees  and  6 railway  coaches. 
The  duration  of  stay  varied  from  four  days  to  three  months. 

Houseboats. — The  appropriate  Committee  have  still  under 
consideration  the  question  of  applying  for  power  to  enable 
them  to  have  a fuller  control  over  the  houseboat  population 
particularly  on  the  River  Leven  at  Balloch.  The  week-end 
occupant  of  a houseboat  or  the  holiday-period  occupier  is 
not  a very  difficult  problem  to  deal  with  and,  in  almost  all 
cases,  can  be  quite  well  regulated  under  the  existing  Bye-laws. 
There  is,  however,  the  problem  of  the  “ all-the-year-round 
occupier.  This  question  is  at  the  present  time  receiving  the 
attention  and  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

PRIVATE  STREETS  AND  FOOTWAYS. 

The  repair  of  the  following  private  streets  is  at  present 
having  the  attention  of  the  Committee  : part  of  Queen  Street, 
Alexandria,  and  part  of  Smollet  Street,  Alexandria.  Hall 
Road,  Rhu,  and  the  Back  Road  at  Clynder  have  been 
improved  since  my  last  report. 

The  question  of  the  advisability  of  the  Local  Authority 
taking  over  the  footpaths  in  Main  Street  and  side  streets 
in  Alexandria  was  the  subject  of  a special  combined  report  by 
the  County  Road  Surveyor  and  myself.  Numerous  inspec- 
tions were  made  and  a specification  of  work  requiring  to 
be  done  was  noted  by  the  Road  Surveyor.  The  proprietors 
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have  been  communicated  with  regarding  the  matter  and  it  is 
hoped  that  as  a result  of  these  efforts  a general  all-round 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  footpaths  will  be  effected. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Local  Authority  again  took  part 
in  the  National  Campaign  in  connection  with  the  destruc- 
tion of  rats.  A Rat  Week  was  held  in  conjunction  with  other 
Local  Authorities  and  the  usual  attempt  was  made  to  arouse 
public  interest  in  the  matter.  Experience  has  shown  that  it 
is  difficult  to  get  occupiers,  particularly  of  dwelling-houses, 
to  realise  that  they  (the  occupiers)  are  responsible  under  the 
Act  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice,  and  many 
undoubtedly  have  the  idea  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  officers 
of  the  Local  Authority  to  carry  out  this  duty  for  them.  I 
take  this  opportunity  through  the  medium  of  my  Annual 
Report  to  state  definitely  that  all  occupiers  have  a definite 
responsibility  placed  upon  them  under  the  Rats  and  Mice 
Destruction  Act.  They  will  certainly  get  all  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  I can  give  from  my  Department,  but  if 
success  is  to  crown  our  efforts  in  this  matter  everyone  will 
require  to  assist,  owner,  occupier  and  factor  working  in 
harmony  with  the  officers  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  job 
is  a big  one,  but  it  is  well  worth  while  facing  up  to.  The 
damage  done  by  rats  is  enormous,  the  health  of  the  community 
is  impaired  and,  that  being  so,  it  is  clearly  everyone’s  duty 
to  do  what  he  or  she  can  to  fight  this  undoubted  menace  to 
our  civilisation. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1914. 

Table  No.  XXY  gives  in  detail  the  number  of  dairy  farms 
dealt  with  under  the  Bye-laws.  Routine  inspections  generally 
reveal  minor  points  requiring  attention  from  time  to  time, 
and  these  are  dealt  with  as  the  occasion  arises. 

There  has  been  a marked  improvement  as  far  as  the  struc- 
ture of  the  byres  is  concerned.  Old  byres  have  been  done 
away  with,  and  new,  up-to-date  byres  erected  in  their  places, 


Table  XXV. — Number  ok  Farms  draw  with  and  Repairs  Completed  under  the 
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or  the  old  byres  entirely  reconstructed  and  enlarged.  There 
is  still  room  for  improvement  in  small  but  very  important 
points  relating  to  the  conduct  of  the  business;  e.g.,  I would 
stress  the  question  of  the  milkers  being  supplied  with  clean 
overalls  during  milking  operations.  If  the  bacterial  count 
is  to  be  kept  low,  clean  overalls  and  a plentiful  supply  of 
clean  water  for  washing  the  hands  is  absolutely  essential. 
Greater  attention  should  also  be  paid  to  the  washing  and 
clipping  of  the  cow’s  udders.  Attention  to  these  points  will 
undoubtedly  be  a means  of  bringing  about  a lower  bacterial 
count.  The  following  statement  shows  the  number  of  regis-

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REPORT  BY  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  IN  THE 
EASTERN  AREA.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  terms  of  the  requirements  contained  in  the  Circular 
issued  yearly  by  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  I 
submit  to  you  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  ended  31st 
December,  1936. 

The  report  includes  a proportion  of  the  various  branches 
of  Public  Health  work  administered  by  this  Department,  the 
remainder  of  the  items  dealt  with  forming  part  of  the  section 
of  the  Report  compiled  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  Report,  the  main  features  of 
each  subject  are  related  in  the  same  rotation  of  headings 
as  shown  in  previous  years  which  allows  of  ready  comparison 
of  records. 

The  variety  of  subjects  to  be  dealt  with  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  Department  of  Health,  calls  for  technical, 
administrative  and  propagative  work  in  the  cause  of  Public 
Health,  and  it  is  evident  from  the  many  questions  put  to 
officials  by  members  of  the  public  that  the  general  interest 
and  knowledge  of  the  values  of  Public  Health  work  has  grown 
to  such  an  extent  in  recent  years  that  the  beneficial  results 
are  apparent  in  all  walks  of  life. 

In  order  to  hold  this  advancement,  the  officials  have  to  be 
up  to  date  at  all  times  in  their  knowledge  of  the  many 
Acts  and  Regulations  together  with  the  amendments  thereto 
put  into  operation  by  the  government  of  the  day. 

By  mentioning  the  foregoing  points,  it  naturally  follows 
that  the  statistical  records  with  reference  to  all  items  have 
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advanced  in  line,  so  a sanitary  inspector  has  to  be  a man 
of  many  parts  and  the  subjects  to  be  reviewed  are  as 
follows  : — 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Throughout  the  year,  seven  samples  of  water  were  taken 
to  ascertain  the  condition  of  supplies  either  due  to  infectious 
disease  epidemic  or  complaints  raised. 

West  Kilpatrick.- — The  supplies  within  this  area  continued 
to  meet  the  demand  and  throughout  prolonged  dry  weather 
periods  the  domestic  supply  was  maintained. 

East  Kilpatrick. — The  arrangement  with  the  Clydebank  and 
District  Water  Trust  for  the  provision  of  a water  supply 
to  Mosshead  Estate  has  been  confirmed  whereby  a supply  of 
water  will  be  granted  to  consumers  at  the  same  rate  as  that 
prevailing  within  the  compulsory  area  of  supply.  Following 
this  arrangement  and  the  introduction  of  drainage  require- 
ments referred  to  under  “ Drainage  Systems,”  private 
builders  have  commenced  to  develop  the  ground  where,  it 
is  estimated,  800  houses  will  be  erected. 

Cumbernauld.—  The  water  supply  is  equal  to  the  immediate 
requirements,  but  further  advancement  in  the  near  future 
is  probable  in  order  to  meet  greater  demands. 

Kirkintilloch. — Due  to  the  reduced  pressure  in  the  water 
supply  to  certain  houses  in  the  Waterside  area,  extension 
and  alteration  of  the  pipe  line  are  receiving  the  considera- 
tion of  the  County  Engineer. 


DRAINAGE  SYSTEMS— EFFICIENCY. 

At  Bearsden,  Old  Kilpatrick  and  Waterside,  the  special 
drainage  districts  have  been  extended  to  accommodate  new 
housing  developments.  The  building  activity  within  the 
Bearsden  area  by  private  enterprise  is  responsible  for  the 
continual  introduction  of  new  sewers.  The  pumping  stations 
referred  to  in  the  previous  report  continue  to  give 
satisfaction. 
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During  the  year  an  arrangement  was  come  to  with  the 
Clydebank  and  District  Water  Trust  that  on  their  agreeing  to 
grant  a water  supply  to  meet  the  building  development  at 
Mosshead  Estate,  already  referred  to  under  “Water  Supply,” 
drainage  facilities  would  be  provided.  The  work  is  now  in 
progress. 

A decided  advancement  has  been  made  by  the  formation  of 
a special  drainage  district  at  Bowling  and  on  completion 
of  the  works  it  will  be  possible  for  owners  of  property  to 
dispense  with  dry-closets  and  install  modern  water-closets. 
Details  regarding  the  outfall  sewer  had  to  be  adjusted  between 
the  Local  Authority,  Board  of  Trade  and  Railway  Company. 

The  proposals  applicable  to  Old  Kilpatrick  and  Bowling 
were  objected  to  by  the  Railway  Companies,  L.N.E.  and 
L.M.S.,  but  these  were  repelled  by  the  Sheriff. 

Sewage  Purification  and  Disposal. — Throughout  the  area 
the  sewage  plants  continue  to  meet  the  requirements  of  their 
respective  drainage  systems,  and  following  the  formation  of 
new  and  extension  of  existing  special  districts  at  Bowling 
and  Old  Kilpatrick  respectively  additional  works  will  be 
introduced  to  cope  with  the  sewage. 

W oodilee  Mental  Hospital. — The  sewage  purification  works 
were  constructed  in  1901.  Previous  to  this  the  sewage  from 
the  Institution  discharged  into  the  Kirkintilloch  Burgh  sewer. 

Owing  to  the  additional  houses  built  and  numerous  exten- 
sions to  the  Institution,  it  had  been  found  that  the  sewage 
works  were  being  overtaxed  and  as  an  alternative  to  the 
duplication  of  the  works,  Glasgow  Corporation  Public  Health 
Department  came  to  terms  with  the  Kirkintilloch  Town  Coun- 
cil and  the  main  sewer  from  the  Institution  was  reconnected 
to  the  Burgh  sewer  on  5th  October,  1936. 

The  sewage  works  are  to  be  demolished  and  the  site  cleared. 


SCAVENGING— METHODS  AND  EFFICIENCY. 

The  scavenging  arrangements  within  the  seven  special 
scavenging  districts  continue  to  be  conducted  on  similar 
lines  to  that  of  previous  years. 
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The  position  applicable  to  each  special  district  is  as 
follows  : — 


BEARSDEN  SPECIAL  SCAVENGING  DISTRICT. 

Transport — motor  wagons  4 (1  part  time). 

Staff — 4 motor  drivers  (1  part  time),  11  scavengers  (2 
part  time),  2 coup  attendants  (1  part  time). 

Another  item  which  may  be  brought  to  light  is  the  question 
of  tradesmen’s  refuse.  It  is  a regular  practice  for  new 
occupiers  of  property  to  call  upon  the  staff  to  remove  such 
refuse,  but  as  this  is  the  property  of  the  tradesmen,  they  are 
responsible  for  removal. 

Throughout  the  year  the  work  carried  out  within  the  district 
gave  general  satisfaction,  any  complaints  that  were  received 
were  against  the  scavenging  methods  as  detailed  in  the  follow- 
ing report  submitted  to  the  Management  Committee  : — 

“ Bearsden  Special  Scavenging  District — Reorganization 
of  Refuse  Collection. 

“ The  method  in  use  at  present  for  the  removal  of  domestic 
refuse  is  as  follows  : — 

“ Two  binmen  are  attached  to  each  wagon  and  the  contents 
of  the  dustbins  are  emptied  by  them  into  galvanised  iron 
baths  which  are  in  turn  emptied  into  the  scavenging  wagon. 

“ It  is  now  proposed  to  stop  using  these  baths  and  carry 
the  dustbins  out  to  the  wagon  and  empty  them  directly  into 
it,  thereafter  replacing  the  bins  at  the  rear  of  the  house, 
or  wherever  they  are  normally  kept. 

“ If  it  is  intended  to  discontinue  the  present  system  of 
refuse  removal,  and  carry  the  household  bins  out  to  the 
scavenging  wagon  for  emptying  and  replace  them,  three  addi- 
tional full-time  men  would  be  required.  Meantime  the  extra 
expenditure  involved,  together  with  that  necessitated  by  the 
loss  of  services  of  men  from  the  Lighting  Department  for 
relief  work  and  painting  at.  Garscadden  during  the  holiday 
period  would  amount  to  £504  5s.  or  an  increase  of  Id.  on 
the  annual  rate  estimated  on  the  present  valuation. 
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“ Details  of  the  expenditure  involved  are  as  follows  : — 
“ (1)  Extra  labour  involved  in  new  system  of 
refuse  collection —

After  a full  discussion  by  the  Committee,  it  was  decided 
by  vote  that  no  alteration  be  made  to  the  present  method. 

The  building  activity  in  the  district,  referred  to  in  pre- 
vious reports,  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the  ques- 
tion of  transport  had  again  to  be  considered.  As  a result, 
it  was  decided  to  purchase  two  S.D.  rear-loading  movable- 
floor  cleansing  vehicles  of  10  cubic  yards  capacity;  these  were 
put  into  commission  in  December  and,  in  view  of  the 
increased  carrying  capacity,  have  relieved  the  situation  very 
considerably.  It  is  hoped  that  if  the  building  activities  con- 
tinue, the  new  transport  can  be  speeded  up  by  addition  of 
extra  loaders  in  order  to  keep  the  vehicles  running.  The 
two  old  vehicles,  viz.,  Halley  and  Fordson,  sold  for  scrap, 
had  served  their  term  of  7 and  4 years  respectively. 

During  the  year  517  householders  took  advantage  of  the 
scheme  for  the  removal  of  garden  refuse  and  the  sum  of 
£325  Os.  9d.  was  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  district. 

It  will  be  noted,  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year 
when  the  number  on  the  register  was  390,  that  127  have  been 
added,  giving  further  indication  of  the  growth  of  the  work 
and  the  necessity  of  maintaining  the  service  on  a basis  to 
keep  pace  with  the  development. 

The  sum  of  £19  10s.  6d.  was  realised  from  the  removal  of 
furnace  ashes  from  six  premises. 
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The  private  streets  and  footways  were  regularly  swept  and 
gullies  cleaned  while  all  the  manhole  dirt  pans  were  cleaned 
and  examined  in  accordance  with  the  arrangement  between 
scavenging  and  drainage  districts. 

Lawmuir  Coup. — The  water  hole,  referred  to  in  the  previous 
report,  has  been  filled  in  and  is  now  being  given  time  to  settle, 
while  the  quarry  hole  at  the  Snab  is  being  completed  and 
soiled  with  the  soil  available. 


Duntocher  Special  Scavenging  District. 

In  this  district  the  work  continues  to  be  carried  out  on 
similar  lines  to  that  of  previous  years,  viz.  : — 

Transport — motor  wagon — 1 (part  time). 

Staff — 1 motor  driver  (part  time),  2 scavengers  (part 
time),  1 coup  attendant  (part  time). 

The  time  of  service  is  equally  divided  between  Duntocher 
and  Bearsden  Special  Scavenging  Districts. 

In  the  near  future  the  replacement  of  the  present  wagon 
will  require  to  receive  consideration  as  its  period  of  service 
expires  in  February,  1937,  and  it  will  be  an  improvement  if 
replaced  by  a larger  wagon  in  order  to  secure  additional 
carrying  capacity. 

During  the  year  the  private  streets  and  footways  were 
regularly  swept  and  the  gullies  and  manhole  dirt  pans  cleaned 
out. 

Kilpatrick  and  Bowling  Special  Scavenging  District. 

During  the  year  an  extension  was  made  to  the  district  east- 
ward of  the  Clydebank  Burgh  boundary,  in  order  to  accom- 
modate certain  householders,  to  include  certain  areas  of 
ground  suitable  for  building  purposes  and  to  make  all  avail- 
able services  adjacent  to  the  Burgh  boundary.  In  view  of 
the  valuation  of  the  added  area,  it  was  possible  to  make  a 
considerable  reduction  on  the  special  service  rates. 

Transport — motor  wagon — one  2-ton  Fordson. 

Staff — 1 motor  driver,  2 scavengers,  1 coup  attendant. 
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The  general  working  of  the  district  calls  for  no  special 
comment  other  than  the  existing  wagon  will  require  to  be 
replaced  in  order  that  the  service  may  continue  to  give  the 
desired  satisfaction.  Here  again  it  is  intended  to  recommend 
the  Committee  to  purchase  a vehicle  with  a much  greater 
carrying  capacity  in  order  to  cope  with  the  housing  schemes 
proposed  for  the  district  and  to  cut  down  the  mileage. 

Dumbuck  Coup. — This  coup  continues  to  give  satisfaction 
while  the  levelled  surface  is  given  out  in  plots  to  local  men 
and  is  made  full  use  of  for  vegetable  production.  The  rat 
population  is  a continual  source  of  worry  and  expense,  but 
it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  they  are  being  kept 
within  bounds. 

Garage,  Garscadden. — The  buildings  and  their  situation 
continue  to  prove  ideal  for  the  working  arrangements  of  the 
aforementioned  special  districts,  enabling  the  vehicles  to  be 
kept  in  good  condition  and  permitting  of  direct  contact  with 
the  workers.  The  appearance  of  the  entrance  to  the  premises 
has  been  enhanced  by  the  planting  of  some  300  rhododendrons 
presented  by  Sir  Iain  Colquhoun  of  Luss  to  the  district.  A 
row  of  beech  trees  has  also  been  planted  on  the  west  side  of 
the  road  which,  when  in  foliage,  will  help  to  beautify  and 
shelter  the  garage  and  drivers’  houses. 

Cumbernauld  Special  Scavenging  District. 

The  contract  for  the  scavenging  of  the  district  was  again 
granted  to  Alexander  Forrester,  Roadside,  Cumbernauld, 
whose  offer  amounted  to  £120  per  year.  A coup  situated  at 
Carrickstone  Quarry  is  used  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  and 
the  execution  of  the  contract  is  giving  satisfaction. 

CONDORRAT  SPECIAL  SCAVENGING  DISTRICT. 

Following  the  receipt  of  offers  for  the  scavenging  contract 
of  this  special  district,  the  offer  of  Robert  Robeits,  Main 
Street,  Condorrat,  amounting  to  £75,  was  accepted.  The 
refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Smithstone  Coup  and  the  working 
arrangements  are  satisfactory. 
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Croy  Special  Scavenging  District. 

The  successful  specification  for  the  scavenging  contract  was 
submitted  by  James  Ryan,  Barbegs,  Croy,  whose  offer 
amounted  to  £79  17s.  6d.  and  was  accepted  by  the  Committee. 

The  work  performed  by  this  contractor  since  the  com- 
mencement of  his  duties,  gave  cause  for  complaint  and  he  had 
to  be  continually  kept  under  observation  until  his  non- 
compliance  with  the  specification  of  work  necessitated  his 
services  being  dispensed  with  at  the  end  of  six  months.  The 
extent  to  which  he  neglected  to  carry  out  the  work  may  be 
gauged  from  the  accompanying  photographs  which  show 
refuse  being  allowed  to  accumulate  over  a period  of  three 
weeks. 

A new  contractor  had  to  be  appointed  and  the  work  was 
given  to  Robert  Millar,  Condorrat,  who  undertook  to  do  the 
work  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  for  the  sum  of  £43. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Smithstone  Coup,  Croy,  for 
the  use  of  which  the  contractors  make  their  own  arrange- 
ments with  the  Estate  Factor,  the  charge  being  £2  each 
district. 


Waterside  Special  Scavenging  District. 

The  scavenging  contract  was  again  placed  with  William 
Stuart,  28  Donaldson  Street,  Kirkintilloch,  for  the  sum  of 
£91  per  year. 

The  quarry  hole  near  Wester  Gartshore  is  rented  by  the 
contractor  from  the  Glasgow  Corporation  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  working  arrangements  proved 
satisfactory. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

During  the  year  inspections  were  made  of  the  public 
conveniences  situated  at  Old  Kilpatrick,  Duntocher  and  Hard- 
gate  and  the  two  attendants  kept  the  premises  in  good  con- 
dition.

The  public  urinal  at  Bowling  is  cleaned  regularly  by  a 
member  of  the  scavenging  staff. 

During  the  summer  all  the  iron  work,  including  the  gates 
and  windows,  was  coated  with  bituminous  paint  and  the 
woodwork,  which  is  of  teak,  was  coated  with  boiled  linseed 
oil.  This  work  was  done  by  the  attendants  and  lamplighters. 


Sanitary  Conveniences. 

On  reference  to  Table  XXVII  the  nosition  as  at  31st  December, 
1936,  in  relation  to  (1)  dry-closets  in  use  serving  one,  two, 
three,  four,  five  or  more  tenants  respectively ; (2)  water-closets 
used  in  common  by  two,  three,  four,  five  or  more  tenants 
respectively ; (3)  houses,  the  tenants  of  which  do  not  have  the 
use  of  either  a water-closet  or  a dry-closet,  and  (4)  houses 
without  indoor  water  supply  and  sink. 

The  compilation  of  the  statistics  is  in  a slightly  different 
form  from  that  of  previous  years,  but  on  reference  to  the 
year  1935  the  changed  position  may  still  be  ascertained. 

It  will  be  noted  that  under  each  heading  further  improve- 
ment has  been  made.  The  provision  of  individual  sanitary 
conveniences  will  be  much  nearer  attainment  when  the  new 
housing  schemes  proposed  are  completed. 

The  improvement  should  also  be  added  to,  following  the 
formation  of  a special  drainage  district  at  Bowling.  At 
present  the  County  Engineer  has  the  work  of  laying  the 
sewers  in  hand  and  when  completed,  proprietors  of  houses, 
&c.,  will  be  in  a position  to  avail  themselves  of  drainage 
facilities.

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SCHOOLS. 

On  reference  to  Table  XXVIII  an  account  of  the  water  closet 
accommodation,  drainage,  water  supply,  &c.,  at  each  school  is 
recorded.  Since  the  table  was  last  compiled  in  the  year  1933, 
the  schools  known  as  South  Muirhead  Arns,  Drumglass  and 
Summerston  have  been  discontinued  and  a new  school  named 
Kessington  has  been  opened. 

At  Twechar  school  additional  water-closet  accommodation 
has  been  introduced  and  at  Craigton  school  the  positions  of 
staff  water-closets  are  now  satisfactory.

Throughout  the  year  inspections  were  made  of  all  premises  x 
and  Tables  XXIX  and  XXX  contain  a record  of  the  workers 
employed  and  the  nature  of  businesses  within  each  Parish.

BUILDING  REGULATIONS. 

The  building  operations  within  the  Eastern  Area  of  the 
County  continue  to  demand  a good  proportion  of  the  time 
of  the  department,  and  although  there  has  been  a slight 
reduction  in  the  number  of  plans  and  buildings  compared 
with  the  year  1935,  the  work  applicable  to  the  plans  sub- 
mitted to  this  office  involves  added  attention  following  the 
formation  of  schemes  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
(Scotland)  Act,  1932,  and  the  Restriction  of  Ribbon  Develop- 
ment Act,  1935.  A further  item  is  the  guidance  of  builders 
as  regards  the  sizes  of  apartments  as  stipulated  in  the  Housing 
(Scotland)  Act,  1935,  with  regard  to  overcrowding.  On 
occasion  a plan  submitted  may,  by  a slight  alteration  in  the 
size  of  an  apartment,  be  altered  and  thereby  increase  the 
accommodation  to  permit  of  the  number  of  persons  in  relation 
to  the  square  area  as  laid  down  by  the  Act. 

The  types  of  houses  now  being  built  by  private  enterprise 
show  more  variation,  which  is  a welcome  departure  from  the 
repetition  work  previously  practised.  To  a certain  extent 
this  has  been  brought  about  through  the  contractors  building 
to  order  in  place  of  the  speculative  system  and  by  the  intro- 
duction of  a Town  and  Country  Planning  Scheme.  It  appears 
from  the  number  of  three-  and  four-apartment  houses  built 
and  sold  in  the  Bearsden  area  that  there  is  still  a decided 
demand  for  the  smaller  type  of  house.

The  column  “ Other  Buildings  ” related  to:  bathing  pool 
(1),  club  houses  (2),  conservatory  (2),  engine  shed  (1),  electrical 
transforming  stations  (2),  farms  (byres)  (4),  filter  house  (1), 
garages  (184),  greenhouses  (8),  hotel  (altered)  (1),  milk  bar 
(1),  nurses’  home  (extension)  (1),  oil  tanks  (4),  petrol  pumps 
and  tanks  (22),  petrol  station  (1),  piggeries  (6),  offices  (3), 
school  (altered)  (1),  shops  (9),  showroom  and  offices  (3),  squash 
racquet  court  (1),  farm  steadings  (4),  stores  (6),  tomato 
houses  (3),  tool  sheds  (14),  workshops  (1),  other  items  (3). 

In  eight  instances  plans  were  withdrawn  by  the  applicants, 
or  did  not  receive  the  approval  of  the  Committee.  These 
related  to  houses  where  no  variation  was  shown  in  the  design 
as  required  by  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  or  the 
site  was  unsuitable  for  building  purposes:  to  petrol  pumps 
and  piggeries  on  account  of  situation,  and  to  a conservatory 
at  a house  for  which  a subsidy  had  been  granted  under  the 
Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1923. 

In  other  instances  certain  reservations  were  made  before 
the  plans  wrere  approved,  i.e.,  subject  to  no  nuisance  being 
created  through  drainage  when  the  property  was  situated 
outwith  a drainage  district ; entrance  to  a lavatory  at  a shop 
being  from  outside  the  premises;  a small  apartment  added  to 
house  being  used  for  the  specified  purpose  and  not  for  sleep- 
ing accommodation ; the  removal  of  certain  erections  when 
called  upon  owing  to  their  proximity  to  the  local  authority’s 
property  which  might  be  utilised  at  a future  date ; arrange- 
ments for  scouring  swimming  pool  at  dwelling-house,  and  the 
making  of  a site  suitable  for  building  houses  by  diverting  the 
course  of  a burn  and  where  houses  were  to  be  erected  over 
the  old  bed  of  the  burn,  a reinforced  concrete  raft  had  to  be 
provided  on  the  solum. 
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A record  of  the  number  of  plans  passed,  number  of  build- 
ings and  number  of  houses  of  various  sizes  will  be  found  in 
Table  XXXI.

LIGHTING. 

The  number  of  lighting  districts  in  this  area  to  be  super- 
vised is  seven  and  the  particulars  relating  to  each  are  recorded 
as  follows  : — 

Bearsden  Special  Lighting  District. — The  lighting  season, 
which  extended  from  1st  August  to  11th  May,  was  the  subject 
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of  discussion  by  the  interested  Committee  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  new  season. 

Two  proposals  were  considered,  viz. — 

(1)  that  the  lighting  be  continued  throughout  the  year 

and  no  lights  to  be  extinguished  at  midnight. 

(2)  that  the  lighting  season  be  extended  by  commencing 

on  6th  July  instead  of  1st  August  thereby  having  a 
lighting  season  from  6th  July  till  11th  May  with  a 
proportion  of  the  lamps  extinguished  at  midnight. 

Before  deciding  to  adopt  the  period  for  lighting  quoted 
against  number  (2)  at  the  request  of  the  Committee,  the  fol- 
lowing report  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Committee 
for  their  consideration  :- — 

“ Bearsden  Special  Lighting  District. 

“ There  are  1086  lamps  in  the  district,  of  which  971  are  gas 
and  115  electric.  The  gas  lamps  are  individually  controlled 
by  clocks  and  the  electric  lamps  by  switches.  The  six  lamp- 
lighters employed  maintain  993  lamps,  the  remaining  93, 
which  are  situated  in  Milngavie  Road,  being  maintained  by 
Glasgow  Corporation.  Each  man  has,  therefore,  approxi- 
mately 165  lamps  in  his  district. 

“Up  to  the  present  the  lighting  season  has  extended  from 
1st  August  till  11th  May,  which  means  that  there  is  an  ‘ off 
season  of  approximately  12  weeks. 

“ Immediately  the  lamps  are  discontinued  on  11th  May,  all 
stopcocks  have  to  be  secured  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Glasgow 
Corporation  Gas  Department.  This  takes  up  one  week  of  the 
spare  time.  When  these  stopcocks  are  tightened,  the  work  of 
painting  the  lamp  standards  in  the  district  is  commenced  and 
this  is  usually  completed  in  five  weeks’  time,  that  is,  by  the 
third  week  in  June,  or  thereby.  Apart  from  painting  all 
existing  standards,  another  week  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  any  new  standards  erected  during  the  past  season  have 
to  be  given  two  coats  of  grey  paint  as  well  as  the  usual 
aluminium  coating  and  those  lamps  on  the  main  roads  have 
to  be  washed  before  painting  on  account  of  their  dirty  con- 
dition. 
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The  next  foui  weeks  are  taken  up  by  painting  the  premises 
at  Gai  scadden  and  acting  as  relief  workmen  for  scavengers 
going  on  holiday.  From  then  until  the  beginning  of  the 
season  the  lamplighters  are  employed  cleaning  lanterns,  over- 
hauling clocks  and  burners  and  generally  preparing  for  light- 
ing up  on  1st  August. 

“ It  will  be  readily  understood  that  any  change  in  the 
present  arrangement  will  raise  considerable  difficulties  in  the 
organisation  of  both  lighting  and  scavenging  districts,  as 
extra  men  would  have  to  be  employed  in  both  departments. 

“ Details  of  the  estimated  increase  in  expenditure  if  light- 
ing is  carried  on  all  year  are  given  below  : —

“ Maintenance. — Present  ‘ off  ’ season  consists  of  12 
weeks,  so  that  with  staff  of  6 men,  total  time  is  72  weeks.  Of 
this,  say,  27  weeks  would  be  employed  in  scavenging  work, 
i.e.,  painting  at  garage,  relief  work  on  wagons,  &c.,  and  the 
cost  would  be  borne  by  Bearsden  Special  Scavenging  District. 
The  remaining  45  weeks  are  made  up  of  six  weeks’  holidays 
and  39  weeks  painting  lamps,  cleaning  and  overhauling 
fittings.  The  cost  of  replacing  this  labour  would  be  borne  by 
Bearsden  Special  Lighting  District. 

“ Summary . — The  following  figures  are  based  on  a weekly 
wage  of  £2  10s.,  including  insurance  : to  be  borne  by  Lighting 
District : — 

45  weeks  at  £2  10s.  per  week,  - - £112  10  0 

Cost  of  extra  gas,  mantles,  &c.,  - - 120  0 0

“If  it  is  decided  to  maintain  the  lamps  throughout  the 
year  and,  in  addition,  to  discontinue  the  practice  of 
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extinguishing  a certain  percentage  at  midnight,  the  total 
increased  cost  would  be  approximately  £500,  or  Id.  on  the 
present  lighting  rate  of  6.4d.  A small  reduction,  however, 
might  be  possible  on  account  of  increased  valuation.” 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  housing  development,  which 
has  been  very  considerable,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  number 
of  new  roads  already  referred  to,  special  lighting  districts 
were  extended  on  two  occasions  to  include  the  sections  of  the 
district  known  as — 

(1)  South  Killermont. 

(2)  Mosshead. 

The  work  referred  to  in  the  l'eport  for  the  year  1935  of 
lighting  the  road  from  Killermont  Bridge  to  Burnbrae  by 
electricity  has  been  completed  and  90  lighting  points  are  now 
serving  this  stretch  of  roadway.

During  the  year  60  additional  lamps  have  been  erected  in 
the  district  and  of  the  total  lamps  82  are  extinguished  at 
midnight. 

In  order  to  improve  the  lighting  at  certain  points  14-inch 
lanterns  were  replaced  by  18-inch. 

Duntocher  Special  Lighting  District . — In  this  district  all 
the  lighting  points  are  served  by  a gas  supply  and  the  light- 
ing season  is  from  11th  August  till  11th  May. 

The  system  of  street  lighting  was  under  consideration  by 
the  Committee  as  a.  result  of  a complaint  from  the  Ratepayers’

During  the  year  12  new  lamps  were  erected.  41  lamps 
receive  Dumbarton  gas  supply. 

In  conjunction  with  the  scavenging  and  drainage  districts 
the  lighting  district  was  extended,  but  before  this  could  be 
accomplished  objections  raised  by  the  railway  companies  had 
to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Sheriff,  who  decided  in  favour  of  the 
County  Council  proceeding  with  the  extension.  By  quoting 
precognition  prepared  in  connection  with  the  hearing,  an 
indication  is  given  of  why  extension  was  necessary. 

Kilpatrick  and  Bowling  Special  Lighting  District — 
Proposed  Extension. 

“ Precognition  of  J . D.  M‘ Kendrick,  County  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  Cleansing  and  Lighting  Superintendent  for 

Dunbartonshire . 

I have  been  an  official  of  the  County  Council  for  the  past 
twenty-one  years,  first  as  an  assistant,  and  since  1927  as 
County  Sanitary  Inspector  and  as  Cleansing  and  Lighting 
Superintendent  for  all  Special  Scavenging  and  Lighting 
Districts. 

“ I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  when 
the  road  known  as  Erskine  Ferry  Road,  leading  from  the 
Glasgow-Dumbarton  Road  to  the  ferry  known  as  Erskine 
Ferry,  should  be  provided  with  street  lamps  to  be  lighted 
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according  to  the  lighting  schedule  obtaining  in  the  district 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  with  the  completion  of  the  new 
bridge  over  the  canal  the  motor  traffic  has  increased  very 
•considerably  to  the  danger  of  the  pedestrians  using  this  road. 

“ Under  the  heading  of  pedestrian  there  falls  to  be  included 
the  inmates  of  the  Erskine  Limbless  Hospital,  the  number  of 
which  has  been  considerably  increased  by  the  transfer  of  the 
men  from  Ralston  Hospital. 

“ I am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  darkness  of  the  road 
between  the  canal  bridge  and  the  ferry  gates  is  intensified  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  there  are  three  lamps  at  the  canal 
bridge  (two  on  the  north  and  one  on  the  south  side)  and  two 
at  approximately  high-water  mark  within  the  entrance  gates 
leading  to  the  ferry  leaving  approximately  two  hundred  and 
sixty  yards  unlit. 

“ The  district  should  be  extended  to  include  that  portion  of 
the  Great  Western  Boulevard  between  the  Clydebank  Burgh 
boundary  at  the  Auchentoshan  distillery  and  the  boundary 
of  the  Kilpatrick  and  Bowling  Special  Lighting  District  at 
Lusset  Glen  in  order  that  the  lighting  of  this  road  could  be 
made  continuous  if  at  any  time  the  Clydebank  Council  should 
elect  to  light  the  section  within  the  Burgh. 

“ The  district  should  be  extended  to  include  that  area  of 
ground  suitable  for  building  purposes  at  the  east  end  of  the 
existing  district  and  thereby  make  the  district  coterminous 
with  the  Clydebank  Burgh  boundary  which  would  enable  the 
County  Council  to  provide  the  necessary  service  when  the  said 
ground  is  developed  without  having  recourse  to  another  small 
extension  in  the  near  future. 

“ I am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  lighting  of  the  whole 
area  should  be  under  the  County  Council  in  the  event  of  any 
emergency,  national  or  otherwise,  whereby  the  County  Council 
would  have  full  control. 

“ The  lighting  rate  obtaining  in  the  district  for  the  current 
year  is  5.3d.  per  £ while  the  rate  in  the  proposed  extended 
district  will  be  approximately  3.12d.  per  £,  being  a reduction 
of  2.18d.  per  £.” 

Waterside  Special  Lighting  District. — The  lighting  season 
is  from  October  till  April  and  during  the  period  5 additional 
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lamps  were  erected,  making  a total  of  21  street  lamps  and  2 
signal  lamps.  The  lamps  in  this  district  are  supplied  by 
Kirkintilloch  gas. 

Adamslie  Special  Lighting  District  (6  lamps). — The 
ai  i angements  in  this  district  show  no  change  from  previous 
years. 

C umber  nauld  Special  Lighting  District . — The  lighting 
within  this  district  is  supplied  by  35  street  and  3 signal 
electric  lamps.  The  lighting  period  is  from  September  till 
April. 

Condorrat  Special  Lighting  District. — The  difficulties 
encountered  by  the  Scottish  Midlands  Electricity  Supply  Co., 
referred  to  in  the  previous  Annual  Report,  were  ultimately 
overcome  and  18  lighting  points  supplied  the  lighting  by 
electricity  to  the  district  on  6th  February,  1936.  Since  this 
date  12  additional  lamps  have  brought  the  total  to  30.  The 
lighting  arrangements  operate  from  September  till  April. 

Crop  Special  Lighting  District. — The  lighting  points  have 
been  increased  from  24  to  31  and  the  period  of  lighting  is 
from  September  till  April.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

The  yearly  rat  campaign  was  again  held  in  accordance  with 
precedent  and  the  report  will  be  found  on  page  24. 

A few  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  presence  of 
rats  in  properties  and  contact  was  immediately  made  with 
owners  or  factors  of  the  affected  properties  with  a view  to 
having  the  vermin  removed.  In  each  case  the  action  taken 
proved  to  be  effective. 
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FOOD  SUPPLY. 


Administration  of  Acts,  Orders  and  Regulations. 

The  inspections  made  of  dairy  farms  generally  showed  that 
the  standards  required  in  relation  to  milicing,  condition  of 
utensils,  &c.,  were  being  fulfilled,  but  the  occasion  arose 
when  strict  attention  had  to  be  paid  to  a farm  where  the 
organisms  in  the  milk  proved  to  be  rather  excessive. 

The  improvements  to  dairy  premises  were  further  advanced 
by  the  completion  of  the  work  at  7 farms  which  leaves  8 farms 
remaining  to  be  completed.  Two  farms  previously  dealt  with 
are  no  longer  in  operation  and  have  been  written  off  in  Table 
XXXIII  which  indicates  the  position  relative  to  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  dairy  farms.  One  additional  farm  was  dealt  with

At  monthly  periods  during  the  year  the  milk  supplies  to 
the  schools  within  the  area  were  sampled  and  in  1 case  the 
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suppliers  had  to  be  called  in  question  due  to  the  unsatis- 
factory standard  of  the  milk  supplied. 

Following  an  explanation  by  a representative  of  the 
suppliers  to  the  appropriate  Committee  of  the  Council,  the 
licence  to  supply  Grade  “ A ” (T.T.)  milk  was  allowed  to 
continue  on  subsequent  samples  proving  to  be  satisfactory. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Order,  1934,  the 
occasion  again  arose  necessitating  a producer  being  warned 
for  not  having  milk  vessels  properly  sealed  and  should  this 
again  arise,  proceedings  will  be  taken  against  the  offender. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDERS  (SCOTLAND), 

1930-36. 

In  October,  1936,  a new  Order  was  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  the  Designations  have  been  slightly 
altered  : “ Certified  ” and  “ Pasteurised  ” remain,  but 

“ Grade  ‘ A ’ (T.T.)  ” now  becomes  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” 
and  the  former  “ Grade  ‘ A ’ ” is  now  “ Standard.” 

The  conditions  with  regard  to  bacterial  count  and  butter 
fat  are  practically  the  same  except  the  term  “ millilitre  ” is 
used  instead  of  centimetre.  The  important  alteration  is  that 
immediately  after  production  “ Certified  ” and  “ Tuber- 
culin Tested  ” milk  shall  be  cooled  to  a temperature  not 
exceeding  50  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

In  accordance  with  the  Order  the  milk  supplies  were 
sampled  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  and 
generally  complied  with  the  standards  except  for  the  case 
already  quoted  pertaining  to  the  school  supplies. 

In  November  the  Committee  agreed  to  grant  licences  for 
premises  as  detailed  in  the  following  lists.

SHOPS  ACTS. 

The  Shops  Acts  were  administered  in  accordance  with 
requirements  particularly  with  regard  to  the  Employment  of 
Young  Persons,  where  the  Act  of  1934  applied,  and  every 
assistance  was  given  to  shopkeepers  with  regard  to  the  new 
conditions. 

The  Shops  Acts,  1912,  the  Weekly  Half-holiday  Orders  and 
the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act,  1928,  were  in  the  main  well 
observed.  The  exceptions  were  of  a minor  order  and  were 
met  by  a warning.

The  report  covers  the  various  points  dealt  with  by  the 
Department  and  the  measurement  of  houses  under  the  Hous- 
ing (Scotland)  Act,  1935,  which  is  now  in  progress,  together 
with  the  decanting  of  tenants  when  the  occasion  arises, 
demands  much  attention. 

This  subject,  together  with  other  items,  with  which  the 
Department  is  concerned,  is  referred  to  in  another  part  of 
the  report. 


ADMINISTRATION. 

In  the  Department  of  Health’s  Circular,  referred  to  at 
the  commencement  of  the  Report,  the  title  of  this 
article  frequently  appears  in  relation  to  Acts  and 
Orders. 
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Under  this  heading,  I take  the  opportunity  of  quoting  the 
following  report  prepared  during  the  year,  for  the 
Council’s  information  r —

COUNTY  BUILDINGS. 

Centralisation  of  Staffs. 

Staff — County  Sanitary  Inspector,  4 Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  1 male  and  1 female  clerk ; all  resident  in 
Glasgow. 

As  instructed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  con- 
nection with  the  proposed  County  Buildings,  I herewith  submit 
my  views  on  the  question  as  to  why  my  staff  should  not  be 
removed  to  the  proposed  County  Buildings. 

At  the  meeting  referred  to,  I stated,  and  I repeat  that, 
with  all  due  deference  to  the  Committee’s  views,  I am  definitely 
of  the  opinion  that  the  Inspector  and  his  staff  for  the  Eastern 
Division  of  the  County  should  be  located  in  Glasgow.  This, 
I may  say,  is  a considered  opinion  viewed  from  every  angle 
of  administration  and  with  twenty-two  years’  experience 
behind  it,  does  not  savour  of  any  personal  reasons. 

The  district  administered  from  this  office  extends  from 
Dumbarton  Burgh  boundary  on  the  west,  to  Castlecary  on  the 
Stirlingshire  boundary  on  the  east,  a distance  of  thirty  miles, 
any  point  of  which  can  be  reached  in  approximately  forty 
minutes  from  the  bus  station,  which  is  within  five  minutes’ 
walk  of  George  Square.  The  assistants  travel  daily  by  bus  to 
their  different  districts,  leaving  the  office  usually  round  about 
ten  o’clock  to  eleven  o’clock  and  returning  before  five  o'clock, 
unless  detained  in  the  area  until  after  that  hour.  In  addition 
to  the  bus  fares,  the  Assistant  Inspectors  are  given  a sub- 
sistence allowance  of  2s.  6d.  when  six  hours  away  from  the 
office,  which  on  an  average  will  work  out  at  approximately 
twice  per  man  per  week. 

The  total  travelling  expenses  for  the  whole  staff  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1036,  was  £280. 
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If  the  staff  is  to  be  located  in  the  new  County  Buildings* 
then  it  means  that,  for  an  assistant  travelling  to  any  part  of 
the  district,  except  West  Kilpatrick,  he  is  going  to  spend 
practically  three  hours  in  the  bus  while  the  expenses 
incurred  in  doing  so  are  likely  to  be  increased  by,  at  the 
very  least,  150  per  cent. 

In  passing,  I might  just  state  here  that,  since  the  intro- 
duction of  the  1935  Housing  Act,  this  Department  is  pre- 
sently understaffed,  but  in  view  of  the  time  to  be  spent  in 
travelling,  I am  not  prepared  to  state  at  the  minute  what 
the  increase  would  require  to  be.  I reckon  therefore  that 
the  travelling  expenses  bill  for  comparison  with  the  £280 
for  1936  would  be  in  the  neighbourhood  of  £600,  includ- 
ing subsistence  allowances.  Apart  from  the  foregoing 
expenses,  the  initial  outlay  of  the  whole  staff  will,  I pre- 
sume, inquire  to  be  considered,  since  the  cost  to  each 
member  travelling  to  and  from  the  office  at  Dumbuck  would 
be  roughly  £16  per  annum. 

Before  considering  the  proposed  change  over  from  the 
point  of  view  of  having  the  office  in  Glasgow,  as  compared 
with  Dumbuck,  it  might  be  as  well  to  give  the  Committee 
some  idea  of  the  many  and  varied  duties  of  a County 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  an  area  in  which  houses  have  been 
erected  at  approximately  five  per  week  over  the  last  eight 
years,  in  order  that  the  question  of  convenience  of  office 
location  might  be  readily  appreciated. 

Apart  from  the  many  duties  under  the  Public  Health, 
Milk  and  Dairies,  Food  and  Drugs,  Shops,  Factory  and 
Workshops,  Housing,  Ac.,  Acts,  there  falls  to  be 
administered  15  Special  Scavenging  and  Lighting  Districts. 
I mention  this  because  all  stores  for  these  districts  are 
delivered  at  24  George  Square  and  distributed  from  there. 
In  this  connection  and  during  the  last  two  months  100  new 
lamps  have  been  erected  in  Bearsden  District  alone,  making 
at  the  present  time  a total  of  1700  lamps.  It  might  also  be 
of  interest  to  the  Committee  to  know  that  within  the  last 
four  years  65  new  roads  have  been  formed,  designated  and 
numbered  in  the  same  district.  The  total  length  of  these  roads 
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is  approximately  9 miles.  The  number  of  plans  passed 
through  this  department  for  the  year  1936  was  332,  involving 
746  buildings,  90  per  cent,  of  which  were  adjusted  by  personal 
contact  with  architects,  builders,  <fcc.,  at  this  office,  before 
being  lodged  with  the  County  Clerk.  In  the  last  eight  years 
2000  houses  have  been  erected  in  Bearsden  District  alone,  so 
that  the  preliminary  arrangements  and  inspections  made 
during  construction  entail  a tremendous  amount  of  time  and 
travelling. 

The  outside  staff'  of  scavengers  and  lamplighters,  34  in  all, 
is  supervised  direct  from  George  Square  and  not  by  Cleansing 
and  Lighting  Inspectors,  as  is  done  in  the  Western  area. 
This,  of  course,  means  a saving  to  the  Special  Districts  in  the 
Eastern  Area  of  approximately  £400  a year.  Meantime,  I 
see  those  men  twice  per  week  (Wednesday  afternoon  and  Satur- 
day forenoon,  when  they  are  paid),  so  that,  rightly  or 
wrongly,  I have  the  feeling  that  the  personal  touch,  which 
is  so  very  essential  for  the  smooth  working  of  these  functions, 
is  likely  to  be  interfered  with. 

I enclose  diagrams  showing  the  comparative  distances  by 
road  between  various  points  within  the  Eastern  Area  and  A. 
Dumbuck;  and  B,  Glasgow.

ANNUAL  REPORT  BY  COUNTY  VETERINARY 
INSPECTOR. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Act,  1914. 

The  new  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  (Scotland), 
1936,  came  into  force  in  October.  The  Order  naturally  intro- 
duced many  changes  affecting  producers  and  dealers  in  graded 
milks,  but  the  simplicity  of  designation  hoped  for  by  the 
consumer  did  not  materialise. 

As  each  year  passes  the  growing  interest  of  stock  owners  in 
tubercle-free  herds  becomes  more  apparent. 

The  financial  benefits  likely  to  accrue  from  a tuberculin- 
tested  herd  are  of  primary  importance,  but  the  satisfaction 
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of  owning  such  a herd,  the  reliability  of  the  intradermal  test 
and  the  acknowledged  high  standard  of  health  existing  in 
tuberculin-tested  herds  are  important  factors  in  creating  this 
deep  interest. 

Mayhap  there  is  a feeling  abroad  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  only  milk  from  tubercle-free  herds  will  pass  to 
the  liquid-milk  market. 

It  was  certainly  found  in  the  course  of  the  year  that  the 
number  of  farmers  taking  active  steps  to  eradicate  tuber- 
culosis from  their  herds  was  gratifyingly  increased. 

Duties  under  the  Sheep  Scab  Order  of  1928  interrupted 
routine  herd  inspection,  the  services  of  the  Department  being 
utilised  in  this  respect  for  almost  three  months. 

On  four  occasions  the  Medical  Officer  received  information 
that  milk  consigned  from  the  County  to  districts  of  other 
Local  Authorities  was  found,  on  animal  inoculation  tests, 
to  be  tuberculous. 

One  of  the  complaints  involved  12  farms  and  despite 
individual  and  group  sampling  no  cow  was  found  to  be  giving 
tuberculous  milk. 

In  the  other  three  cases  3 cows  were  dealt  with  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925. 

SECTION  I. 

Condition  and  Cleanliness  of  Cattle. 

The  conditions  and  cleanliness  of  the  majority  of  dairy 
cattle  in  the  County  have  now  attained  a reasonably  satis- 
factory standard.  The  few  cowsheds  in  the  County  of  undesir- 
able construction  are  gradually  being  reconstructed.

SECTION  III. 

(a)  Number  of  Cows  found  Tuberculous  on  Clinical

In  the  course  of  inspections  123  milk,  samples  were  sub- 
mitted for  microscopical  and  biological  examination.  The 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  was  found  in  2 samples  after 
the  biological  test  and  in  6 after  microscopical  examination, 
the  remaining  115  were  found  negative  in  both  tests. 

9 sputum  specimens  were  examined,  1 of  which  was  found 
to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.

There  is  an  increase  of  2 in  the  number  of  designated 
licences  issued  for  1936  when  compared  with  the  year  1935. 

The  graded  herds  were  clinically  examined  on  four  occasions 
and,  with  the  exception  of  1 herd,  all  were  tuberculin  tested 
twice  during  the  year. 

Seven  producers,  of  whom  5 hold  designated  milk  licences 
from  the  Local  Authority,  were  registered  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis (Attested  Herds)  Scheme  (Scotland). 

As  in  the  past  years,  prior  to  staking  off  the  ground  for 
the  Annual  Agricultural  Show  held  in  this  county,  a copy 
of  the  Department’s  circular  letter  of  15th  May,  1930,  was 
sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Show  and  to  all  farmers  holding 
graded  milk  licences  in  order  to  remind  them  of  the  condi- 
tions under  which  tuberculin-tested  animals  could,  with  safety, 
be  exhibited. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Throughout  the  year  regular  inspections  were  made  at  Dum- 
barton and  Helensburgh  Public  Abattoirs  and  private 
slaughterhouses  in  the  county.  All  were  found  to  be  conducted 
in  a satisfactory  manner.

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  and  Orders. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  Report  on  th& 
work  carried  out  by  this  Department  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1936,  as  required  by  Article  21  of  the  Regula- 
tions relating  to  the  duties  of  the  Veterinary  Inspector. 

Sheep  Scab  Order  of  1928. 

Only  one  outbreak  of  sheep  scab  was  dealt  with  in  the 
spring  of  the  year.  The  affected  sheep  were  wintering  stock 
from  a farm  in  the  County  where  disease  had  previously 
existed. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  decided  that 
double  dippings  of  the  flocks  of  owners  who  were  served 
with  Form  G in  November,  1935,  would  be  necessary  in  the 
summer  and  autumn.  The  dipping  periods  were  fixed  from 
5th  August  till  2nd  September,  1936,  and  21st  October  till 
18th  November,  1936. 

At  the  first  period  dipping,  34,829  sheep  were  examined 
and  dipped,  and  in  the  second  period  22,026  were  likewise 
dealt  with.  Dippings  were  carried  out  under  supervision  of 
the  Ministry  Inspectors,  County  Veterinary  Inspectors,  and 
the  Police.  No  evidence  of  disease  was  detected  at  any  of  the 
40  scheduled  premises. 

One  stock  owner  was  granted  exemption  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  7 tups  from  the  second  prescribed  double 
dipping. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  was  informed 
of  the  action  and  their  approval  obtained. 
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All  hoggs  returning  from  wintering  to  scheduled  premises 
were  examined  and  found  free  from  disease. 


Warble  Fly  (Dressing  of  Cattle)  Order,  1936. 

This  Order,  dated  31st  January,  1936,  requires,  during  the 
appropriate  season,  the  compulsory  treatment  of  animals 
visibly  affected  with  warble-fly  maggots  : — 

Opportunity  was  taken  during  routine  inspections  to  remind 
farmers  of  their  obligations  in  this  respect  and  as  far  as 
could  be  ascertained  stock  owners  carried  out  the  prescribed 
treatment. 

Parasitic  Mange  Order  of  1911-1918. 

A horse  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  this  disease  was 
notified  and  on  investigation  the  existence  of  the  disease  was 
confirmed. 

The  necessary  restrictions  were  imposed  on  the  premises 
on  21st  September,  1936,  and  withdrawn  on  1 7 th  December, 
1936. 


Swine  Fever  Order  of  1908-1917. 

12  suspected  cases  of  swine  fever  were  reported  during  the 
year.  The  existence  of  disease  was  confirmed  in  4 instances. 


Anthrax  Order  of  1928. 

Under  the  Anthrax  Order  of  1928  and  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  (Dunbartonshire)  Order  of  1926,  notifications  of  the 
sudden  deaths  of  50  animals  were  received.  The  classes  of 
animals  involved  were  5 stirks,  23  cows,  3 bullocks,  3 calves, 
11  heifers,  1 pig  and  4 bulls. 

Microscopical  examination  of  the  blood  of  these  animals 
showed  a negative  result  in  48  cases  and  a positive  result 
in  2 cases. 

The  diseased  carcases  were  destroyed,  and  premises 
thoroughly  disinfected,  in  accordance  with  the  Order.  After 
a reasonable  period  of  isolation,  the  restrictions  imposed  on 
the  premises  were  withdrawn. 
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Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year 
was  122,  of  which  18  showed  evidence  of  tuberculosis  of  the 
udder  and  104  were  found,  on  clinical  examination,  to  be 
showing  other  symptoms  of  the  disease.

SPECIAL  WATER  SUPPLY  DISTRICTS. 

Garelochhead  Special  Water  Supply  District. — During 
the  year  the  water  supply  was  maintained  in  a fairly  satis- 
factory condition. 

Discoloration  in  the  supply  was  again  experienced 
especially  during  the  autumn.  Difficulty  was  experienced 
in  maintaining  the  level  of  the  Break  Pressure  Tank  and  on 
investigation  it  was  found  that  the  water  main  from  the 
first  Break  Pressure  Tank  to  the  Clear  Water  Tank  was 
badly  corroded.  A portion  of  this  main  is  being  renewed 
and  the  contractor  is  Mr.  John  F.  Gillespie. 

The  Water  Superintendent,  Mr.  Neil  M'Kellar,  resigned 
to  take  up  an  appointment  in  London  and  the  Committee 
appointed  Mr.  Thomas  Hunt  as  Water  Superintendent. 

The  work  of  constructing  the  water  main  from  the  Auchin- 
gaich  Burn  to  Rosneath  was  commenced  and  the  contractors 
are  Messrs.  A.  A.  Stuart  & Sons,  Ltd. 

The  Special  Water  Charges  were  revised  and  the  meter 
readings  taken  where  the  water  supply  is  given  by  this 
arrangement. 

Rhu  Special  Water  Supply  District. — The  water  supply 
within  this  District  gave  satisfaction  and  the  supply  was 
fully  maintained  throughout  the  year.  It  was  decided  that 
a bulk  meter  should  be  installed  and  that  the  Filter  House 
and  Clear  Water  Tank  should  be  painted  and  also  the 
gangways  at  the  Reservoirs. 

The  work  of  laying  the  water  main  in  Hall  Road,  to 
deal  with  the  housing  development,  was  carried  out  by  Mr. 
John  F.  Gillespie,  Garelochhead,  at  a cost  of  £37  7s.  2d. 
It  was  also  necessary  to  extend  the  water  main  at  Letrault 
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Farm  to  deal  with  the  proposed  development  there  and  the 
estimated  cost  is  £110.  This  work  is  being  undertaken  by 
Mr.  Gillespie. 

A further  extension  of  the  main  in  Hall  Road  is  now 
necessary,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  £105. 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  Housing  Scheme  for  Rhu, 
it  was  considered  advisable  to  lay  the  connecting  main  from 
Ardenconnel  Gate  to  the  junction  of  Church  Road.  The 
estimated  cost  of  this  work  was  £120. 

The  district  was  extended  on  the  east  side  to  include 
Ardencaple  and  the  adjacent  building  ground. 

Numerous  repairs  were  carried  out  within  the  year  and 
the  Special  Charges  revised.  The  usual  meter  readings  were 
taken  at  intervals. 

Cardross  Special  Water  Supply  District. — Considerable 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  the  supply  within 
this  District  and  during  the  dry  period  of  June  it  was 
with  great  difficulty  that  the  emergency  method  adopted  in 
the  last  two  years  was  avoided.  However,  the  supply  from 
Carman  Reservoir  was  connected  to  the  District  supply  on 
the  27th  June  with  only  one  day’s  supply  of  water  in  Asker 
Reservoir.  The  work  of  levelling  off  the  ground  and  forming 
ditches  on  the  ground  at  Asker  Reservoir  was  carried  out 
by  Messrs.  James  Ritchie  & Son,  Cardross,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £120. 

To  meet  the  further  development  at  Camis  Eskan,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  extend  the  water  main,  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  work  is  £176,  and  the  work  is  being  carried  out 
by  Mr.  John  F.  Gillespie. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  water  main  and  the  filters  at  Carman 
Reservoir  will  be  completed  early  next  year. 

The  meter  readings  were  taken  at  the  usual  intervals  and 
the  Special  Charges  were  revised. 

Renton  Special  Water  Supply  District. — The  quality 
and  quantity  of  water  within  this  District  continues  to  lie 
satisfactory,  and  the  repairs  to  the  reservoir  reported  in 
last  year’s  report  are  satisfactory. 
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The  cost  of  the  spray  wall  and  overflow  constructed  during 
the  last  year  by  Mr.  F.  J.  C.  Lilley,  amounted  to  £1763 
19s.  5d. 

To  deal  with  the  Housing  Scheme  at  Cordale  the  Com- 
mittee decided  to  proceed  only  with  a portion  of  the 
necessary  extension  of  the  water  main  and  the  work  is 
being  carried  out  by  Mr.  James  J.  Lyle,  Cardross. 

Application  was  received  from  the  proprietors  of  Whiteleys 
Farm,  Dalmoalc,  for  a supply  of  water.  This  farm  is 
outwith  the  Special  District  and  the  Committee  were  agree- 
able to  offer  a supply. 

The  readings  for  the  meter  supplies  were  taken  at  the 
usual  intervals  and  the  Special  Charges  applicable  were 
again  revised. 

Vale  op  Leven  Special  Water  Supply  District. — Within' 
the  District  the  water  supply  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

Numerous  repairs  and  improvements  were  carried  out  by 
the  Water  Superintendent  and  his  staff.  Special  attention 
was  given  to  the  private  streets  being  constructed  up  to 
highways  standard  and  where  the  water  mains  were  unsatis- 
factory renewals  were  carried  out. 

The  contract  for  the  laying  of  the  water  main  from  Loch 
Finlas  Reservoir  to  Croftamie  Village  has  been  commenced 
and  the  contractors  are  Messrs.  R.  C.  Crawford  A Co.  The 
contractors  for  the  supplying  of  the  Filter  Plant  are  The 
Paterson  Engineering  Co.,  Ltd.,  London. 

The  usual  daily  readings  of  the  rainfall  were  recorded 
at  Loch  Finlas  Reservoir. 

The  Special  Charges  within  the  District  were  revised  and 
the  meter  readings  taken  at  the  usual  intervals. 

Bowling  Special  Water  Supply  District. — A satisfac- 
tory water  supply  was  maintained  within  the  District. 
During  the  summer  it  was  again  necessary  to  obtain  a 
supply  of  water  from  Dumbarton  Town  Council. 

The  cost  of  the  erection  of  the  Clear  Water  Tank  carried 
out  by  Mr.  Robert  Anderson,  Stepps,  amounted  to  £875. 
Os.  3d. 
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Owing  to  the  widening  of  the  Glasgow-Stirling  Road  a 
certain  portion  of  the  5-inch  diameter  existing  water  main 
will  require  to  be  replaced.  The  Ministry  of  Transport  have 
agreed  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  this  work  provided  the  Council 
contribute  towards  the  cost  on  account  of  the  life  of  the 
existing  pipe  which  was  laid  in  1924.  The  contribution 
from  the  Council  has  been  agreed  upon  at  £25.  The  work 
is  being  carried  out  by  Messrs.  James  Ritchie  & Son, 
■Car  dross. 

Careful  supervision  has  been  given  by  the  Water  Super- 
intendent to  the  wastage  of  water  within  this  District. 

The  necessary  repairs  in  connection  with  the  existing 
water  mains  were  carried  out.  The  readings  for  meter 
supplies  were  recorded  at  intervals  and  the  Special  Charges 
revised. 

Waterside  Special  Water  Supplt  District. — The  water 
supply  within  this  Special  District  has  been  satisfactory. 

Owing  to  the  supply  of  water  being  obtained  by  meter 
from  the  Burgh  of  Kirkintilloch  it  is  necessary  to  exercise 
great  care  in  the  wastage. 

The  difficulty  was  again  experienced  regarding  the  water 
supply  to  the  houses  at  Wester  Gartshore.  On  investigation 
it  was  found  that  the  water  main  within  the  District  was 
corroded  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  renew  this  pipe. 
After  negotiation  the  Committee  decided  to  renew  the  water 
main  by  a new  main  from  Townhead,  Kirkintilloch,  to 
Waterside  Cross.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  £2360. 
A grant  has  been  approved  of  by  the  Commissioner  for 
Special  Areas  in  Scotland  for  40  per  cent,  of  the  cost.  A 
subsidy  has  also  been  obtained  from  the  Public  Health 
Landward  Committee  of  the  County  Council  in  terms  of 
Section  33  of  the  Local  Government  (Scotland)  Act.  1929, 
to  restrict  the  water  rate  within  the  District  to  Is.  9d.  per 
£.  The  work  is  being  carried  out  by  Messrs.  J.  Carroll 
A Sons,  Cumbernauld. 

The  Special  Charges  were  revised  and  the  meter  readings 
taken  monthly  within  the  District. 
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SPECIAL  DRAINAGE  DISTRICTS. 

Rhu  Special  Drainage  District. — Within  this  District 
the  drainage  arrangements  were  satisfactory. 

Minor  repairs  were  carried  out  to  the  sewers  and  the 
detritus  chambers  and  outfall  sewers  were  inspected  and 
cleaned. 

Trouble  has  been  experienced  with  the  silting  up  of  the 
outfall  sewers  in  the  North  Bay. 

The  sealed  manhole  covers  and  the  ventilation  shafts 
reported  on  last  year  have  proved  effective  and  no  complaints 
have  been  received  regarding  offensive  odours. 

The  work  of  the  construction  of  the  sewer  for  the  develop- 
ment west  of  Hall  Road  was  carried  out  by  Mr.  John  F. 
Gillespie  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £45  2s.  8d. 

To  deal  with  further  development  it  is  necessary  to  con- 
struct a further  sewer  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £175  and  the 
work  is  being  carried  out  by  Mr.  Gillespie. 

Vale  of  Leven  and  Renton  Special  Drainage  District. — 
The  system  of  dealing  with  the  drainage  in  this  area  con- 
tinues to  give  satisfaction. 

The  effluent  which  is  discharged  into  the  River  Leven  is 
analysed  periodically  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  work  of  replacing  the  retaining  wall  on  the  north 
side  of  the  River  Leven  to  the  north  of  Dillichijo  Works 
was  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

The  scheme  to  deal  with  the  drainage  from  Dillichip 
Terrace  was  submitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Special  Areas. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  was  £1550.  The  Com- 
missioner intimated  that  he  was  willing  to  give  a grant  of 
50  per  cent,  or  £775  whichever  is  the  lesser. 

The  scheme  is  being  proceeded  with  and  the  contractors 
are  Messrs.  John  A.  Paton  & Son. 

To  allow  the  Dalquhurn  Coup,  belonging  to  the  United 
Turkey  Red  Company,  to  be  extended,  it  is  necessary  to 
raise  certain  manholes.  The  work  is  being  carried  out  by 
Messrs.  Wm.  Graham  & Son  and  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
work  is  £40. 
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To  deal  with  the  Housing  Development  at  Luss  Road, 
Alexandria,  the  Council  decided  to  extend  the  sewer  and 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  £150.  The  contractors 
are  Messrs.  Price  & Goudie,  Ltd. 

To  deal  with  the  second  development  of  the  Admiralty 
Housing  Scheme,  the  sewers  are  being  constructed  by  Messrs. 
John  A.  Paton  & Sons. 

The  laying  of  sewers  at  Burnbrae  Housing  Scheme  was 
carried  out  by  Mr.  F.  J.  C.  Lilley  at  a cost  of  £341  7s.  7d. 
The  extension  of  the  sewer  near  Tullichewan  Farm  was 
carried  out  at  a cost  of  £529  13s.  6d.  by  Mr.  Lilley. 

An  extension  of  the  sewer  in  Luss  Road  to  deal  with  the 
houses  to  be  erected  by  the  British  Silk  Dyeing  Co.,  Ltd., 
was  carried  out  by  Mr.  F.  J.  C.  Lilley  at  a cost  of  £305 
Is.  3d.  The  work  of  cleaning  the  manholes  within  the 
District  previously  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Scavenging 
District  has  now  been  undertaken  by  the  staff  of  the  Drainage 
District  and  the  annual  payment  to  the  Scavenging  District 
of  £120  has  been  discontinued. 

Old  Kilpatrick  Special  Drainage  District. — The  work 
in  connection  with  the  main  outfall  sewer  was  commenced 
and  the  contractors  are  Messrs.  Gordon  Watson,  Ltd.  For 
the  construction  of  the  detritus  chamber  a portion  of  ground 
between  the  L.  M.  & S.  Railway  and  the  Forth  and  Clyde 
Canal  has  been  acquired  from  the  Scottish  Oils  <fc  Shell  Mex. 
Ltd. 

The  District  was  extended  to  the  south  and  to  the  east. 
This  extension  was  opposed  by  the  Railway  Company,  but 
after  appeal  to  the  Sheriff,  he  decided  to  confirm  the  exten- 
sions of  the  District. 

The  existing  sewers  dealing  with  the  drainage  of  this 
District  are  satisfactory. 

To  deal  with  the  development  at  Dalnottar  Road,  it  is 
necessary  to  extend  the  existing  sewer  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £110.  The  work  is  being  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Price 
& Goudie,  Ltd. 

Duntocher  Special  Drainage  District. — In  order  to 
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provide  drainage  facilities  for  the  area  south  of  Goldenhill, 
as  mentioned  in  the  previous  year’s  report,  arrangements 
were  made  with  the  Burgh  of  Clydebank  to  construct  a 
sewer  to  discharge  into  the  existing  sewer  of  the  Burgh 
south  of  the  Boulevard.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  work 
is  £1240,  and  the  tender  of  Mr.  Robert  Anderson  has  been 
accepted  for  the  work. 

The  drainage  of  this  District  dealt  with  by  the  existing 
sewers  is  satisfactory. 


Bearsden  Special  Drainage  District. — To  deal  with  the 
further  building  development  the  District  required  to  be 
extended  on  the  north  to  include  Mosshead  Estate  and  on 
the  east  to  include  Ivillermont  Golf  Course  and  the  ground 
north  of  that  property. 

Further  sewers  were  laid  to  deal  with  the  drainag  f 
the  District  as  shown  in  the  following  statement —

Negotiations  took  place  with  the  Corporation  of  Glasgow 
regarding  the  laying  of  the  subsidiary  sewer  in  the  River 
Kelvin  valley  as  provided  for  in  the  Glasgow  Corporation 
Order,  1935.  Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  time  in  obtaining 
parliamentary  sanction,  it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the 
subsidiary  sewer  and  the  work  has  been  cairied  out  by  Mi. 
John  Freebairn,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £4250. 

The  existing  sewers  and  the  Pumping  Stations  within  the 
District  continue  to  give  satisfaction  and  a consideiable 
number  of  minor  repairs  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


Condorrat  Special  Drainage  District.— The  work  of 
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reconstructing  the  Sewage  Works  within  the  above  District 
and  the  construction  of  the  Pumping  Station  is  being  pro- 
ceeded with  and  satisfactory  progress  is  being  made. 

The  existing  sewers  within  the  District  have  been  satis- 
factory. 

Cumbernauld  Special  Drainage  District. — The  dis- 
charge of  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works  for  this  Dis- 
trict into  the  Red  Burn  has  received  the  consideration  of 
the  Committee.  Negotiations  have  taken  place  with  the 
Cumbernauld  and  District  Supplementary  Water  Area 
Authority  for  a supply  of  water  to  provide  drinking  water 
for  the  cattle. 

The  sewers  within  this  District  are  giving  satisfaction 
and  certain  minor  repairs  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Dullatur  Special  Drainage  District. — The  Sewage 
Works  within  the  District  have  given  satisfaction  throughout 
the  year. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Drainage  Superintendent 
the  tanks  at  the  Sewage  Works  were  cleaned.  Certain  repairs 
were  carried  out  to  the  sewers  which  proved  satisfactory  to 
deal  with  the  drainage. 

Waterside  Special  Drainage  District. — The  septic  tank 
and  sewers  within  this  District  continue  to  be  satisfactory. 
No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year.  Certain 
minor  repairs  were  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  main- 
tenance of  the  sewers. 

Croy  Special  Drainage  District. — During  the  year  only 
some  minor  repairs  were  carried  out  to  the  sewers  within 
this  District. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  sew'ers  have  given  satis- 
faction and  no  complaints  were  received. 

Bowling  Special  Drainage  District. — This  District  was 
formed  by  the  County  Council  the  boundaries  of  which 
were  objected  to  by  the  London  and  North  Eastern  Railway 
and  the  London,  Midland  and  Scottish  Railway  Companies, 
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but.  after  appeal  to  the  Sheriff  he  confirmed  the  boundaries 
as  proposed  by  the  County  Council. 

The  work  of  the  Drainage  Scheme  is  being  carried  out 
by  Mr.  F.  J.  C.  Lilley. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  the  necessary  sanc- 
tion from  the  Board  of  Trade  for  the  construction  of  the 
Outfall  Sewer  to  discharge  into  the  River  Clyde.  This  matter 
has  now  been  adjusted. 

PRIVATE  STREETS  AND  FOOTWAYS. 

The  execution  of  works  under  Section  39  of  the  Public 
Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897,  involving  the  repair  of  private 
streets,  which  are  not  intended  to  be  added  to  the  list  of 
highways,  did  not  arise  during  the  year. 

In  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Reports  will  be  found  a record 
of  the  private  streets  which  have  been  added  to  the  list  of 
highways  or  that  are  under  consideration  for  this  purpose.

Special  attention  was  given  to  the  desirability  of  making 
use  of  all  exits,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  proprietors 
was  obtained. 

The  police  inspections  were  also  helpful  in  maintaining 
the  licence  regulations.

It  may  be  noted  that  the  number  of  fires  attended  was 
two  more  than  the  number  reported  in  last  year’s  report. 

The  services  rendered  by  the  various  Fire  Brigades  were 
satisfactory,  and  the  turnouts  were  carried  out  with  com- 
mendable promptitude. 

Throughout  the  year  fire  drills  were  carried  out  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Brigades  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Fire  Masters. 

Within  the  Special  Districts  the  hydrants  were  inspected 
regularly  and,  where  necessary,  replacements  or  renewals 
were  carried  out. 

In  addition,  in  order  to  meet  with  the  development  at 
various  parts  in  the  County  new  hydrants  were  installed. 

Further  negotiations  took  place  in  connection  with  the 
proposed  formation  of  a County  Fire  Brigade. 

TOWN  PLANNING. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  the 
work  of  Town  Planning. 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  the  Planning  Schemes 
for  which  Resolutions  had  been  approved.  The  completion 
of  the  Register  in  respect  of  the  Kilpatricks  Scheme  was 
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carried  out,  and  the  notices  to  the  owners  of  heritable  sub- 
jects were  issued. 

In  addition,  Resolutions  were  approved  of  by  the  County 
Council  in  respect  of  the  undernoted  Planning  Schemes  : — 
Clydeside,  Gareloch  and  Loch  Long 
Burgh  of  Milngavie 
Kirkintilloch  and  Cumbernauld 

By  the  end  of  the  year  confirmation  had  been  received 
from  the  Department  of  Health  in  respect  of  the  Resolution 
applicable  to  the  Clydeside,  Gareloch  and  Loch  Long  Plan- 
ning Scheme. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  preservation  of 
trees,  particularly  in  the  Kilpatricks  Planning  Scheme,  where 
building  development  has  been  most  marked. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  considered  the  question 
of  the  proposed  Bye-laws  in  respect  of  Petrol  Filling  Stations, 
and  it  is  hoped  to  have  them  completed  at  an  early  date. 

Many  inspections  of  the  maps  were  made  by  proprietors 
of  property  within  the  proposed  Planning  Schemes,  and  it 
is  felt  that  a greater  appreciation  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  the  Planning  Schemes  is  being  evinced. 

Conferences  were  held  with  the  Secretary  of  State  and  with 
Officials  of  the  Department  of  Health  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  the  year  the  management  of  the  Special  Water 
Supply  Districts  was  taken  over  from  the  District  Councils 
by  the  Special  Districts  Committee.  This  arrangement 
means  that  the  water  supplies  under  the  direct  control  of 
the  County  Council  will  in  future  be  managed  by  one  Com- 
mittee. It  is  hoped  that  this  arrangement  will  assist  in 
achieving  uniformity  regarding  the  various  supplies. 

With  regard  to  the  Schemes  for  which  a grant  is  being 
obtained  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  Act,  the  following 
work  was  achieved  during  the  year  : — 

The  construction  of  the  main  from  Loch  Finlas  to 
Croftamie  was  commenced  in  September  by  Messrs.  R.  C. 
Crawford  & Co.,  Largs. 

The  main  from  the  proposed  Reservoir  on  Auchingaich 
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Burn  was  commenced  in  August,  and  reasonable  progress  had 
been  made  by  the  end  of  the  year.  This  work  is  being  under- 
taken by  Messrs.  A.  A.  Stuart  & Sons,  Glasgow.  In  addi- 
tion, further  information  was  obtained  regarding  the  site 
of  the  proposed  Reservoir,  and  the  plans  were  in  course  of 
preparation. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  new  main  from  Carman 
Reservoir  to  Cardross  was  commenced  in  February,  and  the 
major  portion  of  this  contract  had  been  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  work  is  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  P.  &,  F. 
M'Callion,  Dumbarton. 

Work  was  also  commenced  in  connection  with  the  Arrochar 
Scheme  in  May,  and  reasonable  progress  has  been  made  by 
the  contractors,  Messrs.  Gordon  Watson,  Ltd.,  Glasgow. 

When  these  Schemes  have  been  completed  a considerable 
addition  will  have  been  made  to  the  area  which  receives  a 
supply  of  water  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Due  to  the  development  at  Mosshead,  Bearsden,  and  to  the 
fact  that  the  Glasgow  Corporation  was  unable  to  afford  a 
water  supply,  negotiations  took  place  with  the  Clydebank 
and  District  Water  Trust.  The  Water  Trust  eventually 
agreed  to  lay  a water  main  along  the  Bearsden-Duntocher 
Road  from  Cochno  Filters,  and  this  supply  should  also  make 
available  for  development  other  adjacent  lands. 

The  formation  of  the  Special  District  at  Arrochar  was 
approved  of  by  the  County  Council,  and  extensions  also  took 
place  to  the  Special  Districts  at  Rhu,  Cardross  and  Water- 
side. 


DRAINAGE. 

The  Drainage  arrangements  within  the  Special  Districts 
continue  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory. 

As  detailed  elsewhere  in  the  Report,  preparations  were 
made  to  commence  the  work  within  the  new  Drainage  Dis- 
trict at  Bowling. 

After  further  consideration,  it  was  eventually  agreed  to 
proceed  with  the  Drainage  Scheme  at  Arrochar,  and  the 
preparation  of  the  plan  and  documents  is  in  hand. 

It  was  also  decided  to  form  a Drainage  District  at  Craigen- 
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doran.  During  the  year  extensions  were  made  to  the  Special 
Districts  at  Rhu,  Old  Kilpatrick,  Bearsden  and  Waterside. 

GENERAL. 

Apart  from  the  work  directly  controlled  by  the  Depart- 
ment, plans  were  also  prepared  in  connection  with  the  for- 
mation or  extension  of  Lighting  and  Scavenging  Districts. 

This  year  again,  the  services  of  the  Staff  were  obtained 
for  District  Council  Schemes,  and  reports  and  estimates  were 
submitted  to  the  various  District  Councils  for  Schemes  under 
consideration.
